Explanation Is that Manufacturers Have

WASHINGTON, July 11.—An increased 
fnternal revenue, following the wholesale 
reduction of the war taxes, is the anomaly 
_présented by the Treasury receipts for the 
. first ten days of the new fiscal year. The 
total receipts at the close of business on 
‘July 10 amounted to $10,084,495.01; the re- 
ceipts for the same period a year ago 
amounted to $8,681,381.16, an increase for 
the new year of $1,403,113.85. 

At first blush it appears remarkable that 
the removal and reduction of the stamp 
' @uties should have this effect. Offic'ais

the receipts should be so generous, 
{ The explanation, however, was not far 
(fo seek. It appears that the manufacturers 
,@f veer, tobacco, cigarettes, and snuff have 
, been laying in a stock of the new revenue 
: stamps. On July 1 at midnight the old 
‘'fevenue stamps became obsolete, and th2 

brewers, tobacconists, and snuffmakers 
Were compelled to purchase the new stamps 
which had been supplied to the revenue 
@gents throughout the country. 

The provident merchants had permitted 

-their stocks of stamps to run down so as 

to have as few as possible on hand for 
Zedemption. In buying the new issues they 
tought in larger quantities than ordinarily, 
Many doubtless laying in a month’s stock 
in advance. This accounts for the swollen 
returns. 

It is learned also that many orders were 
held back until after July 1. The cigarette 
tax under the new law is nearly 40 per 
cent. less than the old one, and the saving 
is considerable on a large consignment. On 
both beer and tobacco there is a reduction 
of about: 20 per cent. 

The stamp division of the Internal Reve- 
Mué Department has been very busy. The 
first task was to send out to all sectionr 
of the country the new stamps. These 
Were printed by tM Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving, and the shipments of the week 
before July 1 aggregated in value more 
than $20,000,000, and weighed some fifteen 
tons. 

Just now the stamp division is working 

_@vertime in taking care of the old stamps 
which are coming in. In the corridors on 
the third floor of the Treasury Building 
the packages are stacked up like cordwood. 
Superintendent Johnson of the stamp divi- 
sion,estimatés the quantity at thirty tons. 


They are mostly cigarette, cigar, and beer 
stamps. -Ail must be counted and credited 
to the consignors. 

The clerks Who handle them are the same 
who, when the war broke out, had to work 

times thirty-four hours on a stretch. 
ey are now doing extra time, but noth- 
so bad as in 1898. They have noted the 
coincidence that Washington’s hottest 
‘weather always comes when there is a new 
issue of revenue stamps. 

In spite of the increase of revenue over 
last year’s showing in July there is a 
@Geficit of $4,583,815.61 for the past ten 
days. This is very nearly the same as 
the deficit for the same period last year, 
viz.: $4,523.287. There is little indication 
fn these figures as to what the working 
of the new Internal Revenue law will be 
A deficit is to be expected at this time 
of the year, and in spite of the showing 
@ year ago the Government closed the 
fiscal year about $75,000,000 to the good. 
.The war item is still the largest. For 
the first ten days of this fiscal year it 
fs $6,450, . Next comes the pensions, 
with $5.810,000. The. civil and miscellane- 
ous budget ranks third. being $5,670,000. 
The navy cost $1.870,000. Interest was 
$1,700,000, and Indians $250.000, The total 
expenditures were $21,750,000. 

Under the act of March 14, 1900, the 
Secretary. of the Treasury has redeemed 
n ge Government notes amounting to 
$45.359.214. Of this amount $94,519 was 
redeemed dufing the present fiscal year. 
he Government's available cash balance 
is $176,466,082.03.

OIL SHIPMENTS TO EUROPE. 


Record Breaking Exports of Refined 
Petroleum from Philadelphia. 
Special to The New York Tomes. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 11.—Shipments of 
refined petroleum from this pert to Europe 
were never before as heavy or so frequent 
as they{have been within the last ten days. 
From the firkt of the year up to last Sat- 
urday 175,359,883 gallons had been shipped 


abroad, against 135,826,718 gallons for’ the 
corresponding period of last year, an in- 
crease of 39,533,165 gallons, 

Local shippers argue that these large 
shipments of oil are proof of the superiority 
of the Amefican article. On the sea now 
are the British steamer Lucifer, for Flush- 
ing, with 1,772,144 gallons of refined pe- 
troleum, valued at $76,202.19; the German 
steamer Geeslemudl, for Gotherbyrg, with 
1,328,153 gallons, valued at $60,473.02; the 
Dutch steamer La Flamche, for Antwerp 
with 885,474 gallons. worth $38,074.38, and 
the British steamer Oral, for Flushing, with 
1,306,299 gallons, valued at $56,170.96. 
““Mbout to sail are the British steamer 
Snowflake, for “London, with 1,169,586 gal- 
lons, Worth $52,243.28; the Georgian Prince, 
for Piushing, with 1,401,337 gallons, valued 
at $60,257.49, and the German steamer’ Au- 

ust Korff, with 856,614 gallons, valued at 

35,695.10, besides 1,007,311 gallons of naph- 
tha, worth $50,865.50. 

The British steamer Vedra steamed away 
for Antwerp to-day with 1,798,271 gallons 
in her hold, believed by many to be the 
biggest shipment of oil ever to have left 
this port 

Nor is this all in the matter of oil ex- 
ports. There are now in port, weer to 
be loaded. a great fleet of steam and sailing 
craft with a capacity of many millions of 
gallons. ,

States Steel Corporation nor President W. 


is also President of the Steel Hoop. Com- 
pany, were present. 

The conference organized with the elec- 
tion of Mr. Shaffer as Chairman. Two Sec- 
retaries were appointed, Secretary John 
Williams of the Amalgamated Association, 
acting for the workers, and Mr. Carpenter 
for the employers’ representatives. The 
conference was secret. Mr. Shaffer ex- 
plained the object of the meeting. He said 
the Amalgamated Convention in Milwaukee 
last month had made a by-law that in the 
event of the combination signing the union 
scale such signature should be for every 
plant owned by such combination. He said 
he and his fellow-conferrees were there to 
get this, and the association would be sat- 
isfied with nothing less. 

In the afternoon Mr. Arms did most of 
the talking for the manufacturers’ repre- 
sentatives. The latter, it was said, practi- 
cally gave in to the workers, they agreeing 
to make the wages uniform for the various 
kinds of work in all the mills operated. 
They detlined, however, to sign the scale 
for all plants or-to unionize all the mills, 


many of which have been non-union ‘for 

ERY years. 

“We did not come to any conclusion,” 
said President Shaffer when the conferrees 
adjourned for the day, to meet again at 10 
o’clock to-mofrow morning. ‘“Both sides 
stated thelr position and then we talked. 
The onl uestion discussed was the unfon- 
izing of the rhills. Our position was the 
same as it has been. The officials treated 
us pleasantly and met us in a spirit of 
friendliness. I don’t know whether we will 
reach a settlement to-morrow and don’t 
want to predict anything. We want to 
avoid a general strike if it is possible to do

$2.25 a cubic foot. On account of the 
recentness of the working of the Maine 
quarries 75 per cent. would be high priced 
sizes., Basing his figures on estimates of 
transportation Goss says they can put the 
Maine granite in Glasgow, Aberdeen, or 
Liverpool at $1 per foot, where Scotch 
granite now sells at $2.25.

SOCIETY WOMAN 
IMPALED ON A HOOK 








Mrs. Edwin 8. Meeks Terribly Injured 
at Islip, L. |. 


ISLIP, L. IL, July 11.—Mrs. Edwin B. 

Meeks of this place was seriously hurt this 
afternoon. An iron hook on the end of a 
hay-ralge pole was driven into her back and 
a great jagged wound eight inches long was 
inflicted. 
. Mrs. Meeks had driven into the village in 
a cart with her little daughter to make 
some purchases. On isSulng from a store 
she lifted her daughter into the cart, untied 
the horse, and then started to get in her- 
self. At the same moment a team of run- 
away horses hitched to a large hay rake 
dashed down the street and into the cart. 

The pole of the rake had on ft a hook 
which was used to hitch a second pair of 
horses in front of the pole horses. The 
pole struck Mrs. Meeks and the hook was 
driven into her back just below the spine. 
She was held susp®nded on the pole be- 
tween the maddened horses. Her position 
was perilous. Men rushed in at great dan- 
ger to themselves, as the frantic animals 
were kicking and rearing, trying to free 
themselves from the wreckage of the pony 
cart. They were finally held down, and 
other men cut the harness so as to free 
them from the pole and reduce the danger 
to Mrs. Meeks. 

It was with great difficulty she was de- 
tached trom the hook and the wound was 


found to have been a frightful one. She 
displayed great nerve, however. She did 
not lose consciousness at any time, and 


when released from her danger, asked first 

for her child. The latter had been thrown 

out of the cart, but apart from a bump 

— the head, does not appear to have been 
urt. 

The driver of the rake, a Bohemian called 
“* John,’’ whose surname is not known, was 
thrown off, and it is thought was kicked 
by one of the horses, as he shows evi- 
dences of internal injury. One of his arms 
was badly erushed and he received a lacer- 
ation of the scalp. 

Mrs. Meeks was taken to her home under 
the care of a physician, and Drs, Halsey, 
Savage, King#and Proctor are naw in at- 
tendance upon her. She is very weak from 
the pain and loss of blood. The injury may 
result in Mrs. Meeks being permanently 
crippled.

SUIT BY WOMAN DOCTOR. 


Case of Mrs. Warne, Who Wants (\$100,- 
000 from Estate of F. T. Wheeler, 
Heard in Chicago.

CHICAGO, July 11.—The case of Dr. Em- 
ma N. Warne, who brought suit against 
the estate of Francis T. Wheeler, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Union Bag and Paper Company, 
to recover $100,000, was heard in Probate 
Court to-day. 

Mr. Wheeler left $3,000,000. He was taken 
fll in 1893, and remained a confirmed in- 
valid up to the time of his death, in May, 
1900. According™to the plea of the plaintiff, 
she is entitled to at least $100,000 for taking 
care of Mr. Wheeler for a period of seven 
years. ‘ 

For three years before Mr. Wheeler 
died he was so helpless that, according 
to Mrs. Warne’s testimony, she was ob- 


liged to be with him almost continually, 
and her health suffered through the wear 
and tear of doing so. She asserted that 
Wheeler promised that she would receive 
$100,000 by his will. 

The executors of the estate, Messrs. Ul- 
man and Brooks, contend that the plain- 
tiff has been sufficiently paid. They as- 
sert that she has received two houses and 
lots in Evans Avenue and other remunera- 
tion to the total value of $25,000 or $30,- 
000. They deny the alleged contract be- 
tween Wheeler and Mrs. arne. 

The piaintiff produced evidence in sup- 
port of her claim. that Wheeler said he 
would give her 500 shares of Union Bag 
and Paper Comaens stock. 

James Waddell, who was Mr. Wheeler’s 
coachman, was examined to-day. He said 
he accompanied his employer, with Mrs. 
Warn? and her husband, to Mr. Wheeler's 
ranch in Mexico, and that one day, when 
Warne was present, Mrs. Warne kissed 
and caressed Wheeler. He also detailed a 
conversation Which he said took place be- 
tween Mrs. Warne and himself. 








“We were horseback ridin on. the 
ranch,” he said, ‘“‘ when Mrs. arne re- 
marked to 'me that she might well get 


all that she could out of Mr. Wheeler, and 
something was said about a copper mine.

COLUMBIA LED THE YACHTS 


Constitution and Independence 
Beaten in Newport Race. 








BOSTON BOAT SHOWS WELL 





In a Falr Sailing Breeze the Crowninm 
shield Designed Yacht Gives Her- 
reshoff Boat Hard Tussle.

NEWPORT, R. I., Julyj 11.—Columbia 
gave both Constitution and Independence 
a substantial beating to-day, in.a fair sail- 
ing breeze and a long sea, while the Boston 
yacht showed her gait and made a fine race 
with Constitution. The new Herreshoff 
yacht defeated the Crownitshield produc- 
tion by only 2 minutes 15 seconds in a 
fifteen-mile thrash to windawrd and re- 
turn. Columbia beat Constitution 4 min- 
utes 37 seconds, corrected time, and Inde- 
pendence 6 minutes 52 seconds. It was a 
splendid victory for the old boat, and she 
deserved it, for she was handled beautiful- 
ly, and she. showed herself a better sea 
climber than either of the others. & 

That is the story of the race in brief, 
but it must be noted that Constitution's 
canvas still sits very badly, while Co- 
lurnbia’s is in admirable shape. Independ- 
ence’s sails showed to better advantage, 
also, and especially in running off the wind, 
when they set perfectly and every inch of 
them did its work. 

The race proved conclusively what hag 
been predicted in these columns, namely, 
that In a good sailing breeze the Boston 
yacht wou!d give a much better account of 
herself than she had given in the earlier 
struggles of this eventful yet unsatisfac- 
tory week of racing. The race of to- 
day was that which was not completed 
yesterday, the rules providing that any 
postponed race must be sailed the next 
day. It was therefore a windward and leee 
ward race. The conditions of the day were 
much better than those of yesterday, but 
by no means perfect. There was still 
a good deal of fog, and at times the racers 
were entirely enveloped in it, so that 
only one of them could be seen at a time. 
But it was an intermittent fog, and dure 
ing most of the contest the yachts were 
in sight of one another. A long, deep- 
breathing, wide-bosomed swell swept out 
of the south, and in going out to ‘wind- 
ward the yachts had many a high green 
wall of water to climb, while the accom- 
panying steara yachts and tugs plunged 
and rolled wildly. Constitution drove her 
lean bowsprit into the surges many times, 
and the men of her crew who had to lle 
out on the spar to shift jibs were soused 
into the ktrine. 

THE YACHTS IN ROUGH WATER. 


Columbia had an easier motion in the 
head seas, and she seldom fetched the wa- 
ter with the outer end of her bowsprit. 
Independence’s flattened bow, worked to.4@, 
charm in this sea; there was no surface 
chop, but on the contrary in the wind, 
which averaged eight knots and seldom rose 
above ten, the face of the ocean was 
wrinkled but moderately, and only for a 
little time while the yachts were running 
home were the surface ripples turned over 
in flashes of white. 

It was the breadth of the swells that 
helped Independence. Even at the outer 
mark, a few miles to the eastward of 
Block Island, where the long billows of the 
broad Atlantic rolled in majestically, her 
way was not stopped by the seas. If there 
had been a Hvely chop on the surface ther® 
might have been another story to tell, but 


for her it was practically smooth water, 
and as she had sufficient wind to bring her 
down to her bearings, she gave a good ace 
count of herself. 

At least once in the race she occupied the 
best. position of the three contestants, and, 
splendidly handled by the Haffs, father 
and som she worried Constitution ail 
the way out to the mark, and worst of all 
right at the turf itself. The spectacle of 
the battle of the two at this point was 
one of he finest ever seen in a yacht race 
in this country. Constitution fetched @ 
little to leeward of the mark on a star- 
board tack, and had gone about for the 
last short board necessary to give her to 
weather it. Ther Independence came driv- 
ing dawn on the starboard tack, having the 
right of way. It became a question wheth- 
er Constitution could cross her bows. As 
the two na rushed toward each other, 
on opposite tacks, pesling far to leeward, 
and throwing clouds of,foam from under 
their hows, it looked as if nothing could 
save them from coming together with 
crash of hulls and tumbling spars. 


THE FIGHT FOR THE MARK. 


Constitution on the port tack had the big 
seas on her weather beam and was rolling 
toward her rival ominously, while Inde- 
pendence had the seas ahead, and was lift- 
ing her bowsprit out in a manner which, 
threatened to bring it down on some part 
of Constitution with a crushing blow. As 
they came together,/ they seemed to lap, 
but Constitution eduld mot weather the 
hitherto despised Boston craft, and had to 


tack immediately under her lee so close to 
her that a man _— almost have. leaped 
from one deck to the other. Independence 
now had the inside track, and it was for 
her to lead in the tacking for the mark, and 
when she did so, of course Constitution 
went about at the ve same instant, for 
Capt. Rhodes could plainly hear the order, 
“ Ready, about,” shouted by Capt. Haff to 
his men. Thus, with their spreaders al- 
most touching, the two yachts eased off 
around the outer mark, Boston yacht 
inside of Constitution and consequently 
leading the way. In time to the mark, Con- 
stitution had beaten her, but this did not™ 
detract from the beauty of the spectacle, 
nor its excitement as.a splendid moment in 
a brillfant yacht race. And once before 
that Independence had put Constitution to 
the blush. ; 

In going to the outer mark, the yachts all 
worked close aboard of the Narragansett 
Pier, for in there the strength of the flood 
tide was less, and the wind was, perhaps. 
a fraction of a point freer off the land. 
The Independence -had gone further inshore 
than either of the others. When she started 
to do so, it seemed plain that she was be- 
hind, but as she stood out again on the 
starboard tack, and the other two were 
standing in on the opposite board, it was 
seen that she and the Constitution, which 
was ahead, but to leeward of the Columbia, 
must come together. And together they 
did come} with the Independence lapping 
across’ the Constitution’s bows, so that the 
new Herreshoff yacht had to go about. 
And while this was going on, the Conue 
slipped. across the Constitution’s bows, an 
tacked ht ahead of her. It was a pretty 
moment, but it looked as if the Columbia 
had for the instant come to the aid of her 
sister, for she backwinded the Indepen- 
dence, ard the Lawson yacht had to tack 
to escape the unpleasant situation. 


COLUMBIA MAY DEFEND THE CUP. 


It will not surprise all yachtsmen that 
Columbia showed her supremacy in to- 
‘day's race. She is a grand yacht, in a long 
sea and a moderate wind. She proved that 
two years ago in her contest off Sandy 
Hook, where the swells are not infantile. 

Constitution was palpably designed to be 
a stronger light weather yacht, not because 

hoff believes in light-weather ves- 
a especially, but because he was confi- 
dent that Watson would produce that sort 
of a yacht for this year’s contest, and 
most of our cup races are sailed in smooth 
seas and Summer breezes. 

We do not often get such weather as that 
ef the second race of Puritan and Genesta. 
Constitution’s performance of Monday 
must not be forgotten. One thing is céte | 
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tain, and that is that there are two first- 


class ninety-footers, and one that is not 
to be sneered at, in this year’s struggle. 
It may be accepted, furthermore, that the 
final decision as to who shall defend the 
cup Hes between Constitution and Colum- 
bia, and that in the end the new yacht will 
probably show herself the more useful 
Vessel of the two for the purpose. But if 
the choice were findaly forced to fall on 
Columbia there would be no ground for 
anxiety as to the safety of the cup. 

Columbia, as the English say, will take 
e@ lot of beating, and she is going better 
now than she did in 1899. 

The details of to-day’s race were as fol- 
lows: The start was made from Brenton's 
Reef Lightship, and the course was south- 
southwest. The conditions at the start 
were sea smooth, long swell from_ the 
southward, tide in the last quarter of the 
flood, wind south-southwest and blowing 
about eight knots. The preparatory sig- 
nal was given at 12:20. Constitution and 
Columbia were then closehauled to wind- 
ward of the lightship, which formed the 
weather end of the line.

As_ she 
rounded up she came to the line too quickly 
and had to run down toward the leewar 
end of it. Columbia luffed in ahead of 
Constitution and had the best of the start;

All were under the usual windward 
racing canvas except Independence, which 
had no jibtopsail, and did not set one at 
all on the beat out. Right on the line 
Constitution tacked to go free of Columbia's 
lee, and the latter tacked astern of_her, 
Dut holding a little higher berth. Inde- 

endence held on.a minute after Colum~ 
bia, and went on the port tack at 12:27:02, 


COLUMBIA’S FIRST ADVANTAGE. 


The two Herreshoff yachts now made a 
Icongz board toward the Narragansett Beach, 
while Independence made one short hitch 
to starboard before she followed them. 
When the white yachts had poked their 
rneses well in toward the land and were out 


of the rush of the tide, Columbia tacked 
off shore ut 12:55:05, and Constitution fol- 
lowed in half a minute. Columbia went 
on the port tack three minutes later, and 
tried to cross Constitution’s bows, but was 
forced to the starboard tack under her 
lee. Independence tacked off shore on a 
starboard leg at 1:01, and ten seconds aft- 
erward Constitution went on the port tack 
to cross her bows and go in shore again. 
Columbia tacked after Constitution at 1:02. 
Now the two Herreshoff boats were going 
in and Independence coming out, and it was 
seen that they must all come together. In- 
c@ependence’s inshore tack had given her a 
ffe lift, and at 1:04 she forced Constitu- 
tion about. It was then that Columbia, 
which had been a little astern, but rapidly 
pulling out to windward, came up and 
tacked Constitution's weather bow. Inde- 
pendence, backwinded by both Columbia 
and Constitution split tacks with them. 
Constitution soon tacked after her, and a 
little later Cclumbia followed. 

Fog now came in and partly obscured the 
yachts. Columbia now had the best posi- 
tion to windward of Constitution, though 
a trifle astern, while Independence was to 
leeward of both. But by standing in- 
shore the Boston boat got a higher berth 
than either of the others, when she went 
on the starboard tack at 1:13. Columbia 
tacked off shore at the same time. Colum- 
bia was now in the centre of the trio, with 
Independence astern, though holding the 
windward course, and Constitution under 
her lee. The manner in which the yachts 
shifted positions was shown by the fact 
that at 1:18 Columbia came about on one 
of her numerous port hitches and crossed 
the bows of Independence. Columbia was 
now working out into the heavy swelis 
and doing better than the other two boats. 
At 1:29:30, after several tacks had been 
made, Columbia crossed the bows of Con- 
stitution, and went on the starboard tack 
on her weather bow, but Constitution at 


once went about. Columbia held her 
course and crossed Independence’s bows, 
tacking there as she had done with Con- 
stitution. Independence also split tacks 
with Columbia. The Herreshoff yachts 
now began a long starboard tack. All 
were well out from under Point Judith, 
and short tacks were no longer of ad- 
vantage. 


A little after 1:30 Constitution tried the 
experiment of taking in her baby jibtopsail 
and setting a smaller one. Capt. Rhodes 
undoubtedly thought that she was sailing 
to leeward too much. But it was the sea 
and not her canvas that was doing the 
damage. Independence went on a profitable 
port tack at 1:38:50, for Capt. Haff was 
searching for a freshening wind out of the 
opening of Block Island Sound, and for 
the first of the ebb tide out of it. The 
mark turn was in sight and all were work- 
ing for it. Independence made four tacks 
to two by the others, with the net result 
that at 2:28:30 she came down on Constitu- 
tion, which was on the port tack and forced 
her about. Constitution was given a good 
full. and sent out from under: Indepen- 
penne's lee, and so the Boston yacht went 
about. ; : 


INDEPENDENCE SPRINGS A LEAK. 


She held her port tack for five minutes, 
and then went back to starboard: Colum- 
bia, now a third of a mile dead to wind- 
ward of Constitution, was regulating her 
tacks to suit herself. She made one port 
and one starboard at this period to fetch 


the mark, which she rounded at 2:56:26. 
She at once eased off her mainsail and 
dropped her spinnaker boom to port, break- 
ing out the sail smartly and runing off 
for home. It was at 2:57:16 that Constitu- 
tion went on the port tack to head for 
the’ mark, and at 2:59:30 Independence 
forced her about, as previously described. 
At 3:00:30 Independence went on the port 
tack for the mark, allowing Constitution to 
come. about outside of her. Independence 
rounded the mark at 3:01:21, and Constitu- 
tion at 3:01:28. These official figures show 
that the yachts were as close together as 
they possibly could be. Independence out- 
handled Constitution in lowering spinnaker 
booms after rounding, and she had the sail 
broken out at 3:02:50, while Constitution 
did not get hers set till 3:04:10. 

Constitution now began to show that she 
could outrun Independence, and a reason 
for this was discovered in a hose and a 
stream of water over Independence’s lee 
side. Her crew were pumping her out, 
and the stories of her leaking were set- 
tled beyond all question. A ton of ballast 
‘was taken out of the Boston yacht last 
night, and whilt this helped her materially 
in going to windward, it certainly did not 
do her an on in the leeward run. At any 
rate at 5:12 Constitution was abreast of 
her, and at 3:15 she was ahead. In goin 
before the wind, Constitution rolled a goo 
deal, and frequently dipped the end of 
her boom into the seas, but Independence 
seemed comparatively steady. Neverthe- 
less, the new Herreshoff yacht outran both 
her competitors, and showed a substantial 
gain on the way in. The time table tells 
the remainder of the story.

Some Mystery About a Meeting of Con- 
ferrees at the Citizens’ Union’s 
Headquarters. 





As a result of the meeting at the head-

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KANSAS IS . SUN-BAKED 


Drought the Worst Since 1860, 
and Heat Continues. 











Crops Said to be Damaged at Least 50 
Per Cent.—Other States Are 
Suffering. 





TOPEKA, Kan., July 11.—There is no re- 
lief in the period of intense heat in this 
section of country, and it is now conceded 
that the present is the worst drought in 
Kansas since 1860. It will not, however, en- 
tall nearly so much suffering as in some 
past years. 

Goverhment stations throughout the State 
report as foll@ws regarding the maximum 
temperatures to-day: Kansas City, 103; 
Baker, 102; Gbncordia, 102; Dodge City, 98; 
Dresden, 106; Fort Scott, 108; Hays City, 
106; Macksville, 101; Manhattan, 106; “Mc- 
Pherson, 107; Osage City, 106; Sedan, 105; 
Wichita, 102; Topeka, 102. 

The wind has been blowing at the rate 
of fourteen miles an hour from the south- 
west, but it was so dry that if had a 
blighting .effect on the crops, and corn is 
in much worse condition than yesterday. 

Reports received here to-night indicate 
that in no county in the State is the dam- 
age to the crops less than 50 per cent. In 
many counties much more than that would 
be necessary to cover the estimated dam- 
age. Bourbon, Allen, Franklin, and Miami 
Counties report almost a total loss of the 
corn sro, Alfalfa is about the om} prod- 
uct standing the dry period well.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 11.—The hot 
wave swept this State to-day with undimin- 
ished vigor, many cities eae the high- 
est temperature Df the year, and some the 
highest since the Weather Bureau stations 
were established. Notwithstanding the rec- 
ord-breaking heat, no prostrations have 
been reported. The humidity was generally 


low. 

With the maximum of 1038, to-day was the 
hottest of the year here; 107 is reported at 
Bowling Green and 104 at Paducah, Ky.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, July 11.—The Gov- 
ernment thermometer registered within haif 
a degree of the hundred mark here to-day, 
two degrees above the highest previous rec- 
ord of this year.

COOLER HERE AFTER A SHOWER. 


Rain Came in Torrents for Only a Por- 
tion of the City. 


New York took to fanning itself again 
yesterday with straw hats, newspapers, and 
anything else that came handy fér creat- 
ing a breeze. Not that a natural breeze was 
altogether lacking, for a zephyr—it was too 
gentle to be called by any other name— 
was wafted from the southward, but it 
seemed to have been heated in transit, and 
bore little relief from the discomfort inci- 
dental to a heavy percentage of humidity 
in the air when the thermometer in the 
eyrie of the official forecaster is around 
the 85-degree mark.

PANIC IN ELEVATED TRAIN. 


Engine Bumps Into a Rear Car and 


Cylinder Head Blows Off. 

While a south-bound City Hall train on 
the Third Avenue Elevated Railroad, 
crowded to the platforms, was standing 
at the Fifty-ninth Street station at 7:20 
o'clock yesterday morning, a South Ferry 
train crashed into the rear car. The 
shock was not sufficient to throw the car 
from the rails, but the front of the engine 
was badly damaged, and a. few. seconds 
later one of the cylinder heads blew off 
with a loud report. 

Pieces of iron and wood crashed down to 
the sidewalk and steam from the bursted 


evlinder poured in volumes into the car 
that had jusi been struck. It did not scald 
any one, however, but filled the car with a 
blinding vajor and intensified the already 
acute panic. Voices of the trainmen 
through the cloud assured the passengers 
that all durger was passed. The passen- 
fers go* cut and walked to the nearest sta- 
tion, and after some delay the damaged 
locomotive with its train was pushed onto 
the siding gt Forty-third Street and traffic 
Was resiumed. 

In order to make up for the lost time, 
however, many trains were run past vari- 
ous stations without stopping, causing great 
inconvenience. Officers of the road were 
very reticent, but late in the day gave out 
a statement to the effect that the train 
which ran into the other was moving 
slowly, and that the greatest damage done 
was the breaking of the drawbar of the lo- 
comotive. 


MESSENGER BOY MISSING. 


He Cashed Checks for $1,100 Before He 
Disappeared—His Fellows Talk 
of Elopement. 

Frank Foster, eighteen years old, a mes- 
‘senger boy in the employ of the Postal 
Telegraph Company who boarded with a 
Mrs. Butler, at 36 Hamilton Street, this 
city, has bten missing since Wednesday 
afternoon, and the police of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station, as well as Headquar- 
ters detectives, are working hard to find 
him. He was sent from the main office to

CENTRAL FREIGHT ASSOCIATION

Rate Difficulties Settled at a Meeting 
Held in This City. 


There was a meeting yesterday in this 
city of Presidents and traffic managers of 
railroads belonging to the Central Freight 
Association. These are the roads running 
between St. Louls and Chicago and Pitts- 
burg and Buffalo, which have recently in- 
dulged in extensive rate cutting on east- 
bound business as well as on west-bound 
freight movement, the latter through €heir 
New -York agents, so it is alleged. 

The West-bound Freight Committée of 
the Trunk Line Association considered: the 
west-bound rate situation sufficiently grave 
two weeks ago to ask the Central Traffic 
Association lines for a conference. This 
conference was held at Niagara Falls on 
Tuesday last, and the traffic managers 
who attended the same came to an agree- 
ment once more. The conference, however, 
did not include all the lines of the Central 
Traffic Association. The meeting of that 
association yesterday was attended by one 
or more representatives of every road in 
the territory mentioned, the larger roads 
being répresented by their Presidents or 
Vice Presidents. Among those present were 
President Newman of the Lake Shore, 
President Ingalls of the Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis, Vice President 
Green of the Baltimore and Ohio South- 
western, President Ledyard of the Michi- 
gan Central, President Ramsey of the Wa- 
bash, and others. 

The rate difficulties were thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and it was then agreed to give 
Strict orders for the withdrawal of all cut 
rates and the maintenance of tariff rates 
on all business. 


ATCHISON RATES RESTORED. 


Move to be Made To-day by Western 
Trunk Line Committee to 
End the War. 

CHICAGO, July 11.—The Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Railroad Company to-day of- 
ficially announced that the cut rates, sched- 
uled to go into effect on the Chicago-Mis- 
souri River division of its system, had been 
withdrawn. Regular rates were restored 








and‘notices to this effect were telegraphed 


to the principal agents in the territory af- 
fected. Printed instructions also will be 
sent out by the company. 

This is the first definite move to end the 
Western freight war, which has been a se- 
vere one while it lasted. The rating dis- 
turbance threatened the earnings of twen- 
ty-six roads, and brought forth a strong 
remonstrance from Eastern financial and 
banking interests. At the meeting of the 
Western Trunk Line Committee to-morrow 
it is expected an agreement to- maintain 
rates will be made, and a working plan for 
a physical division of traffic at all competi- 
tive points laid out. . 

The only. road in doubt is the Chicago 
Great Western, and the indications are 
that it will continue to operate on an in- 
dependent basis. At a conference of of- 
ficials of Western lines to-day little atten- 
tion was paid to the Chicago Great West- 
ern. It was conceded that it would be 
desirable to have the road in the proposed 
agreement to divide the freight business 
in the Missouri River territory, but there 
was little disposition to make any great 
concession. The road, according to traffic 
officials, is entitled to 2 per cent, of all 
business at full rates, while it asks 8 


per cent. Just now it is getting 16 per cent. 
of the business at cut rates.

Roundsman Brown told the reporter for 
up New YorK Times, who had,scarcely 
spoken to any one, that he was making all 
the trouble, and ordered him to leave the 
park. The reporter demurred, and was 
permitted to stay, but with the assertion 
that he would be “ fired out’”’ if he wasn’t 
@ reporter. 

It was about this time that policeman 
No. 2,218 appeared. He seemed to be look- 
ing for trouble.

STRIKING MOLDERS FINED. 


Judge Stewart of York, Partin, Declares 
_ Picketing” Is Illegal. 

YORK, Penn., July 11.—In the county 
court to-day Judge Stewart rendered his 
opinion in the eontempt cases growing out 
of the molders’ strike here, in which 
George W. Test, corresponding representa- 
tive of the Iron Molders’ Union of North 
America; John P. Frey of Worcester, Mass., 
Fourth Vice President of the union, and 
Howard Wilmer of the local union, were 
adjudged guilty of contempt of court in 
violating the court’s injunction restraining 
them from picketing and otherwise inter- 


fering with the York Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 

Test and Frey, the leaders of the strike, 
were sentenced to’ pay a fine cf $250 and 
costs and to undergo imprisonment for 
a we days, and Wilmer was fined $235, 
which he paid, and was released. Test and 
Frey being unable to pay were sent to jail. 

Judge Stewart in his opinion said: 

*“Workmen have the right’to contract 
with and work for whom they please upon 
such terms and conditions and for such 
pay as they may be willing to accept. 
These are rights which cannot be ques- 
tioned or denied. They exist in the very 
nature of things, and are written in the 
Constitution of the State, and any person 
who undertakes by force, menaces, or 
threats, direct or indirect, though cloaked 
in the softest language, to violate or in- 
terrupt them, is guilty of a wrong, and 
such conduct will be and must be re- 
strained ky the courts.” 


MACHINISTS’ STRIKE REPORTS. 








The Men Said to be Out of Fundse—More 
Return to Work. 


According to a report issued yesterday by 
the National Metal Trades Association, 125 
striking machinists had returned to work 
in Cincinnati In the morning, making 350 
since Monday, and all had returned to work 
unconditionally. The strike leaders there, 
it said, had practically give up the fight, 
and were altogether discouraged. 

The report further stated that reliable 
information had been received that Presi- 
dent O'Connell of the International Asso-

The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, he said, had or- 
dered an assessment on all its members to 
support the strikers. 


NEWPORT NEWS STRIKE ENDS. 


Men Vote to Return to Work Next Mon- 
day at Old Wages.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., July 11.—The 
strike of the machinists at the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company 
ended stddenly to-night, when the strikers 
decided by a unanimous vote to return to

Lack of funds and the ability of the ship- 
yard to fill the places of the strikers are 
responsible for the defeat of the strike, and 
it has been realized since Saturday that this 
end was inevitable.

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WILL ASK FOR $2,000,000 
TO REBUILD BELLEVUE 





Commissioner Keller Says Present 
Hospital Is Out of Date. > 





Impossible In It to Treat Patients Prop- 
erly—Some of its Wallis Over a 
Hundred Years Old. 





Commissioner of Charities John W. Keller 
announced yesterday that he would ask 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
to set aside at least $2,000,000 to build a 
new Bellevue Hospital. 

“It is because I want the Bellevue Hos- 
pital patient, who is the poor, sick man 
ot New York, to have the best hospital 
equipment that can be had, that I am ad- 
voecating this scheme,’ Mr. Keller said 
when seen by a NEw YorxK Tims reporter. 
“My plan is to utilize the whole of the 
ground between Twenty-sixth and Twenty- 
cighth Streets and First Avenue and the 
East River, clear off all the buildings which 
are on it, and build up on three sides of 
the quadrangle a succession of modern hos- 
pital buildings, leaving the court inside to 
be made into a park, with trees and flow- 
ers, fronting on the river. That is my 
idea of what Bellevue Hospital ought to be. 

‘I believe that the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment has the right to call for 
the issue of bonds necessary to construct 
such a hospital. I think I am right in sdp- 
posing that it will not be necessary to go 
to the Legislature at Albany to obtain 
legal permission to proceed with the work. 
The annual estimate of the expenses of the 
Department of Public Charities for the year 
1902 will have to be handed to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment before tHe ist 


of September. In that estimate I shall ask 
that the Board set aside the $2,000,000 %q. 
carry. out my plans, 

“The new charter of the City of New 
York, which will go into effect on the Ist 
of January, 1902, proposes that before the 
ist of February, 1902, Bellevue shall be 
governed by a board of seven_ unpaid 
Trustees or Commissgoners, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Chafities being an ex-of- 
ficio member of that board, It will be 
seen from this that even if I remain Com- 
missioner of Charities I will have only 
a partial say in carrying out the scheme I 
have outlined. But whether my plans are 
carried out, or the plans of somebody else, 
will not alter the results. 

“ Bellevue, as it stands, is a jumble of 
years of discordant- ideas and the abuses 
of various administrations. It is a bedlam 
mass of buildings and theories. The whole 
thing is so disjointed, so cumbersome, and 
so awkward that the best results in the 
treatment of the sick cannot be attained. 
What is needed is a thoroughly equipped 
modern hospital building, designed for the 
one purpose of curing a siek man in the 
shortest possible time, and equipped with 
every modern appliance to attain that end. 

“The antiquated conditions which exist 
in the old Bellevue are,too numerous to 
mention. Just to speak of a few: The 
stairs and the balustrades, for example, 
are of wood. Some of the floors are of 
wood—they should be tiled. The walls of 
the operating rooms should be tiled, ee 
well as the floors. Some of the walls, by 
the way, are 100 years old. No matter 
how clean walls are kept which have stood | 
100 years, they are too old for a hospital. 
The ventilation, so important in a hos- 

ital, and in a Crowded city, is not what 

t should be. Then the cooking depart- 
ment is not modern. The food for all the 
various departments is cooked now in one 
building. It has to be carried from this 
one building to all the various wards—that 
is not as it should be, for it is needless to 
say that hauling it about does not im- 
prove it for the pagent. 

** Bellevue Hospital had in 1900 24,300 pa- 
tients. The death rate was 7.8 per cent. 
There were brought to Bellevue during the 
year 170 patients who died within twenty- 
four hours after they "had reached the hes- 
pital. These, orithe majority of them, were 
dying when they were carted to Bellevue. 
Had these persons been allowed to die in 
the hospitals from which they were sent 
it would have reduced Bellevue'’s death rate 
to 7 per cent. Bellevue Hospital had a 
death rate of 7.8 per cent., and St. Luke’s 
Hespital had a death rate of 14.21 per cent., 
and had 2,370 patients. Out of the seven 
principal hospitals in New York City Belle- 
vue was third in its death rate, although 
they all.sent their dying patients to our 
institution. Bellevue also is ahead of the 
best hospitals in other cities in this country 
in its death rate; 

“We have now over 950 beds. Our census 
runs from 710 to 725 patients daily. The 
reason that I-fayor a new hospital is aot 
so muctf for the purpose of making more 
reom as to get the best equipment. I 
challenge any hospital in the city, or any 


hotel, in fact, to. compare with Bellevue 
in cleanliness. 
‘“‘T shall make a strenuous effort to 


get htrough this year with my appropria- 
.tion, but if necessity arises I shall exceed 
it. I know that this is an indictable of- 
fense, but I also know that the gentlemen 
who compose the Board of Estimate and 
Appropriation will not see the poor sick of 
New York suffer. 

‘Although much has _ been’ published 
about Bellevue that was untrue, I have 
never doubted that the truth would some 
day be known and Supreciaten. Bellevue 
Hospital was established in 1807. The land 
upon which the present buildings are situ- 
ated ,was purchased between Febquary, 
1811 4nd February, 1812. On April 22, 1816, 
the hospital was ready for the reception 
of patients.” ‘

BROTHERS’ QUARREL FATAL. 


Little George May’s Skull Fractured 
with a Club in the Hands of 
Otto May. 


George May, eleven years old, is dying in 
St. Mary’s Hospital, in Haboken, from a 
fractured skull. His brother, Otto, two 
years older than he, is a prisoner awaiting 
the outcome of the injury to the younger 
boy. The injury is claimed to have been 
inflicted as the result of a brothers’ quarrel. 

The two lads were playing on the side- 
walk near their home, at 230 Willow Ave- 
nue, Hoboken, last evening.

Otto does not, appear to have been hurt 
by his tumble, but he resented the laugh- 
ing of the younger bdéy and attacked him 
with a club. George fled into the hall of 
their home, and there Otto is alleged to 
have beaten him with the club and-te have 


struck him on the head with the weapon. 
Otto then fled from the house. 

George lay in the rear part of thé™Nall 
for an hour before he was discovered. He 
was then hurried to St. Mary’s Hospital. 
Several persons saw the chase from the 
street into the house, but paid no more 
attention to the matter, supposing that 
George had gotten safely to his parents 
and that the affair was not serious. It 
was not until the boys were sought for to 
go into the house that the alarm was 

iven and the search made for George. 

The physicians found the skull badly 
fractured. The boy was unconscious until 
late at night, when he revived and begged 
to see his brother, protesting that he did 
not mean to harm him by throwing him 
out of the wagon. The doctors will per> 
form an operation to try and relieve the 
pressure on the brain. 

The police made a search: for Otto. IIe 
did not know he had seriously harmed nis 
brother. He broke down when informed 
that George was badly hurt and had to be 
taken to the hospital.

YONKERS MAN HIT COWBOY. 


Alderman Southwich Says the Man In- 
sulted His Women Companions— 
Another Story at Glen Island. 


Rattlesnake Bill, a cowboy with the Brule 
Indians, showing at Glen Island, says he 
Was assaulted on July 4, by one of a party 
that he had ordered from the camp for in- 
sulting the Indian women. The man, the 
cowboy says, struck him from behind with 
a pair of brass knuckles, rendering him un- 
conscius. Ever since the assault detectives 
employed by John H. Starin have been 
working to discover the cowboy’s assailant. 
It was said yesterday that they had found 
the man, who is said to bé a well-known 
Yonkers official. 

Mr. Starin has engaged John J. Cronan 
to act as counsel for the cowboy, whose 
name is William Lillaid. Mr. Starin in- 
sists that Lillaid prosecute the man when 
found on a criminal charge, and that he 
sue him in the civil court. 

The detectives will make their report to 
Mr. Cronan to-day. They are confident 
that they have the right man. It is proba- 
ble that a Warrant will be sworn out to- 
day as soon as their report is made. Mr. 
Starin says ‘he will spend $5,000 to find 
and pwnish the mar as the assault was 
brutal and unprovoked. Lillaid has been 
in bed ever since the attack. 

Alderman John H. Southwick of Yonkers 
late Jast night said that he was probably 
the man Who it was claimed assaulted the 
cowboy at Glen Island. _Mr. Southwick’s 
story of the affair is different from that 
told at Glen‘Island. It is said that a war- 
rant has been issued for Alderman South- 
wick. The Alderman says he can be found 
any time he is wanted. His story of the 
affair is this: 

‘*“On July 4 I went to Glen Island. I 
had with me two young women. We 
went by way of New Rochelle, riding over 
from Yonkers on the trolley line. A few 
minutes after we landed from the ferry- 
boat which runs from New Rochelle we 
came upon a man, a big fellow, dressed 
in full cowboy clothing, wearing a belt, 
from which hung two big guns.. He was 
a fierce-looking proposition, and was un- 
der the influence of liquor. He was in- 
sulting persons, men and women, and was 
apparently spoiling for a fight. He leered 
at several: women that I saw, and then he 
came toward my party. He leered at the 
two ladies with me, and asked what right 
I had to speak to them. The ladies were 
frightened, and I retorted somewhat hotly. 

‘Calling me a vile name, the fellow made 
a lungs at me. I know something about 
boxing, and am_not a lightweight. I dodged 
the blow and landed on the man’s jaw good 
and hard. He went down, but not out, and 
got on to his feet again. I expected he would 
draw his guns and try some of that work 
and képt in close to him to give him no 
chance to do that, but he sneaked away, evi- 
dently having enough. The fellow did not 
get all he deserved, and my blow was more 
than justified. The affair spoiled our out- 
ing, for the ladies were too upset to enjoy 
themselves. I was not present when this 
man or any other had trouble earlier in the 
day, for I had only just arrived.” .

VANCOUVER, B. C., July 11.—The devel- 
opments in the Fraser River strike situa- 
tion during the last twenty-four hours have 
been startling. The union fishermen have 
now the upper hand. As a result of a bat- 
tle of small boats out of the gulf, a battle 
in which many shots were exchanged, but 
in which no combatant was killed, sixteen 
Japanese were taken prisoners by the strik- 
ers. The Japanese boats were overturned, 
their rifles and fishing gear thrown into 
the water, and the Japanese themselves 
taken to one of the small islands in the 
Gulf, 

Exactly where this island is located is a 
secret of, the white fishermen, who are 
said to Have chosen it several weeks ago 
for occasions such as this. They say they 
will continue to maroon non-union Japan- 
ese there for the remainder of the sea- 
soh or until the place is discovered by the 
authorities: It is said that the island is 
between here and Nanaimo, fifty miles 
away. Food will be given the Japanese, 
and they will be closely guarded until a set- 
tlement is reached or until their island 
prison is located by the authorities. 

Two provincial constables were out in 
Japanése boats. to-day and arrested six 
white fishermen. These are charged with 
molesting Japanese and their cases will be 
heard to-morrow. A shot was fired from 


another boat at the time of the arrest and 
the arrested men fired in the air. No one 
was hurt. , 3 

The Japanese held a big meeting at 
Steveston, raised by voluntary subscrip- 
tions $4,000 for a Japanese hospital, which 
they think may be needed, and then dis- 
cussed the. salmon catching situation. 
Some were in favor of joining the union 
men in the strike, especially as the run 
of salmon has been small this season. 
The meeting adjourned without definite 
action. 

This evening a big run of salmon is re- 
ported coming in from the south. The 
eanners think the union men will not 
stand firm, in view of the temptation to 
participate in the catching.

BOER ATROCITIES PROVED 


Kitchener Confirms Report that 
British Wounded Were Slain. 








SWORN TESTIMONY OBTAINED | 





Btatement by Mr. Brodrick in House of 
Commons—Burghers at Viakfontein 
Part of De la Rey’s Force. 


‘ 





‘LONDON, July 12.—Official corrobora- 
tion of the charges that the Boers murder- 
ed the British wounded at Viakfontein 1s 
forthcoming. 

-In the House of Commons yesterday, in 
reply to a question by Henry Norman 
(Liberal, the well-known traveler and jour- 
nalist,) the Secretary of State for War, 
the Right Hon. W. St. John Brdtirick, 
read telegraphic correspondence with Lord 
Kitchener on the subject. 

Lord Kitchener at first asserted that the 
reports were unfounded, but he subse- 
quently telegraphed the statement of a 
wounded Yeomanry officer, corroborating 
the reports, and finally, on July 9, he in- 
formed Mr. Brodrick that he had the testi- 
mony of seven men to the effect that 
they saw Boers shoot the wounded. 

Lord Kitchener added that sworn testi- 


mony was being forwarded. 

The official statement about what oc- 
curred at Viakfontein is treated generally 
with moderation by the papers. ‘“ The ene- 
my’s good qualities are not lightly to be 
overlooked,” says The Morning Post. ‘' The 
Boers have, as a rule, treated the British 


wounded and British prisoners with every 
Kindness. But those who murder wounded 
men sink to the level of savages, and it 
remains to be seen whether the leaders can 
and will punish such offenders.” 

The Standard, The Daily Mail, and other 
journals supporting the Government take 
occasion to criticise the censorship severely. 


The first report of the murder by Boers 
of “ne British wounded at Viakfontein came 
in mail dispatches to The Daily Mail of 
London, the British censor, having refused 
to allow the report to be cabled. The cor- 
respondent asserted that Boers walked 
around among the dead and dying. They 
examined the fallen men to see if they 
were dead, and when one was found to be 
alive he was shot “as you would shoot an 


The battle of Viakfontein was one of the 
most severe, and also one of the most dis- 
astrous to the British, of the later stages 
of the war. It was fought on May 2 
last.. Gen. Dixon’s column, consisting of 
1,450 men, with seven guns, was traversing 
the district near Viakfontein, which is only 
forty miles southeast of Johannesburg, 
when it was unexpectedly attacked by 1,200 
Boers. Fifty British fell at the first vol- 


ley. 

Tite British, who consisted largely of 
yeomanry, held the position until they were 
decimated, when they shot the horses at- 
tached to the guns in order to prevent the 
artillery falling into the hands of the ene- 
my. hen they retreated, leaving their 
wounded on the field. It must have been 
at this stage of the battle that the alleged 
murder of the British wounded by the 


Boers must have taken place, as before 
long the British re-formed, attacked the 


Boers, and recovered the guns. : 

The British casualties were 6 officers and 
61 men killed, 6 officers and 115 men 
Wounded, and 1 officer and 7 men missing. 
Several of the wounded afterward died. 
‘he Boers left 41 dead on the field; their 
Other casualties were not reported. 

-If the charge against the Boers be proved 
it will be the more remarkable because 
the burghers at Vlakfontein formed part 
ot the force under Gen. De la Rey. This 
commandant, ever since the war began, 
has had the reputation of being the most 
courteous, chivalrous, and humane of all 
the Boer Generals. It was at first report- 
ed that he was in actual command at 
Viakfontein, but there now seems some 

oubt about this, as one dispatch says the 

oers were ,led by Commandant Kemp. 
However, Dé la Rey was supreme com- 
mander of the force, and he is said to have 
given stringent orders to his men that they 


Obey all the rules of civ:lized warfare. 
Dougias Story says of his treatment of 
prisoners: 

‘Gen. De la Rey is too good a soldier, 
and has too high a respect for his op- 
ponents, to stoop to petty annoyances 


against the men who fall into his hands. 
e is in every sense of the term one of 
Nature’s gentlemen,”’ 


RUIN OF RUSSIAN CROPS.

COMPLIMENT TO C. T. YERKES. 


He Presides at the Festival of the Lon- 
don Salters’ Company—His View 
of the Boer War. 


LONDON, July 11.—Charles T. Yerkes 
presided to-fiight at the anniversary fes- 
tival of the Salters’ Company. Mr. Yerkes 
is the first American to occupy the chair 
upon such an occasion. 

Mr. Yerkes contributed 600 guineas to 
the Royal Asylum of 8t. Anne, which is 
maintained by the Salters’ Company, and 
the 300 assembled guests cheered the Chair- 
man as he extolled the company’s charity. 

Referring to the South African war, Mr. 
Yerkes said: 

“The Boers are brave soldiers and re- 
semble the early American frontiersmen, 
but Great Britain cannot afford half-way 
measures. Do not pitch into them unmer- 
cifully, but pitch into your own people 
who oppose the war, and make them keep 
their mouths shut until the fight is over. 
Then settle your differences among your- 
selves,” | 

Mr. Yerkes was cheered to the echo, and 
the toasts to King Edward and President 
McKinley provoked great applause from 
the assembled guests. 

United States Ambassador Choate sent 
his regrets that, owing to a previous en- 
gagement, he could not attend the Salters’

The Salters’ Company is one of the 
twelve leading London livery companies, 


ranking ninth in order of importance. There 
are in all seventy-six city companies, of 
which forty are without halls of their own. 
The Sattérs have one of the largest build- 
ings of the kind in the city.

Swithin’s Lane, and is of considerable an- 
tiquity. 

The livery companies were originally 
trade organizations, but as they obtained 
charters of privilege from the Crown, they 
developed into powerful societies, able to 
regulate and restrict trade.

AMERICAN TO CLAIM PEERAGE. 


Albert. Kirby Fairfax Will Formally 
Prove Right to the Barony of Fair- 
fax—His Title to it Undisputed. 
LONDON, July 12.—The Daily Mail says 
that Albert Kirby Fairfax, through his so- 
licitor, Mr. Cary, is about to present his 

formal claim to the Fairfax barony. 
Mr. Cary is now in London preparing the 
requisite documents in the case. 


The foregoing does not mean that there is 
any question of Mr. Fairfax’s right to the 
barony of Fairfax, but simply that he will 
present his formal claim to the rights and 
privileges of a Scottish peer, which do not 
include a seat in the House of Lords. 

The British authorities already recognize 
Mr. Fairfax as being the twelfth Lord Fair- 
fax of Cameron, and his name appears as 
the holder of that title in the official peer- 
ages. This is the only existing case of an 
American citizen who is at the same time a 
British peer, and has frequently been re- 
ferred to in the New York newspapers. 

The sixth Lord Fairfax had estates in 
both England and America. He visited his 
property in Virginia, and was so captivated 
by the beauty of the country that he spent 
the rest of his life there. He died in 1781. 
The eighth Lord Fairfax went to England, 
and had his right to the title confirmed by 
the House of Lords in 1800. The peerage 
has since then devolved in direct succession 
on the various holders of it. They have 
lived the Hives of ordinary American citi- 
zens and have not used the title. 

The eleventh Lord, John Contee Fairfax, 
died in Maryland last September. Albert 
Kirby Fairfax is his eldest son, and is in 
business in this city. He was born in 1870, 
and is unmarried, his brother, Charles Ed- 
mund Fairfax, being heir presumptive to 
the arony. 


G. C. Boldt Said to be Looking for a 
Site and H. P. Whitaker to Have 


Made an Offer for a Big Hotel. 

LONDON, July 12.—The Daily Express 
says: 

‘“‘George C. Boldt of the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, backed by the Astors to the extent 
of £1,000,000, is looking for a site for a hotel 
in London, and H. Press Whitaker of the 
Netherland has made an offer for a big 
hotel.” 

According to the same authority A. H. 
Williams, on behalf of the promoters of an- 
other American hotel, has gone to New 
York “to lay the result of his work in se- 
curing options for sites before Russell Sage 
and others interested in the scheme.” 





Mr. Hummel Now in a Private Hospital. 


LONDON, July 11.—A. H. Hummel of 
New York, who was injured in a carriage 
accident here on Tuesday evening, and 
who was taken to King’s College Hospital, 
was moved this morning to a private hos- 
pital. Mr. Hummel is making good prog- 
ress toward recovery. He was resting com- 
fortably to-night, and his surgeons say he 
will be out in about two weeks. 





ANTI-CIGARETTE LEAGUE. 


International Convention Opens in Buf- 
falo—Acting Mayor’s Speech 
of Welcome. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., July 11.—The Amer- 
ican Anti-Cigarette League, with a mem- 


bership of nearly 300,000, began its first 
international convention at 2 P. M. to- 
day in Convention Hall, this city. The 


Committee on Credentials reported nearly 
G00 accredited delegates, representing the 
city and local anti-cigarette leagues of 
almost every section of the United States 
and Canada. 

The report of the Secretary showed an 
increase in membership during the year 
of upward of 100,000. 

The welcome greeting to-night was made 
by Acting Mayor Kennedy of Buffalo, 
and addresses were delivered by National 
President Elwood Brown of Chicago and 
National Secretary Charles Fisk of Chi- 
cago. 

The sessions of the convention will con- 
tinue through Friday and Saturday. 


FOUND SON AFTER 21 YEARS. 


Father Takes His Child from Work in 
a Rod Mill.

Latter Destroyed, but Contents and En- 
velope Inclosing It Are Intact. 
ASBURY PARK, N. J., July 11.—Eugene 
Hartigan, who was cashier of the Allen- 
hurst Inn, relates a peculiar incident of the 
fire which consumed that hotel a few days 

ago: 

* A patron came to the office a few hours 
before the fire,’’ he said to-day, “and re- 
quested me to put a good-sized pocketbook 
in the safe until he called for it. I imme- 
diately produced one of four large en- 


velopes which we use for the purpose, put 
the pocketbook into it and sealed it with 
sealing wax. The man then wrote his 
name on the envelope and I placed it in 
the safe. 

“After the fire everything in the safe 
was in perfect order, except the gentle- 
man’s pocketbook, The large envelope con- 
taining the wallet was still sealed, but aft- 
er tearing it open we found that the large 
leather pocketbook had crumpled into 
ashes. The bills, jewelry, and papers which 
were in the pocketbook, however, were un- 
injured. Every one who saw the cket- 
book marveled that the fire had had no 
effect on the package, but had destroyed 
the leather pocketbook within it,” 
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DEVERY SITS IN JUDGMENT 
Curtly Dismisses Charges Made 
Against Several Policemen. 








Cobaugh, Who Shot a Boy, Exonerated 
by the Deputy Commissioner—The 
Sickness of Mulligan. 





Persons with grievances against police- 
men obtaihed little redress at the trials 
conducted by Deputy Commissioner Devery 
yesterday afternoon. There was an unusu- 
ally long calendar, as’ the last regular trial 
day fell on the Fourth of July, and Devery, 
with so much work on hand, was more 
abrupt than is his wont, and hurried the 
cases through in brief order. 

Joseph Sweeney appeared against Police- 
man Hallman of the Oak Street Station. 
He said that at 3:30 A. M. on June 26 he 
was passing through Roosevelt Street when 
he saw two men talking with the police- 
man. As he passed them, he said, the pair 
left Hallman and, creeping up behind him, 
dealt him a heavy blow on the head, and 
followed it up with a beating. He pursued 
them to Park Row, where three other po- 
licemen caught them. He charged that the 
policemen turned him and the men over to 
Hallman, who started with the others to 
take them to the station house, but after 
going a short distance released them. The 
policemen all told practically the same 
story in denying the charge against their 
comrades. ‘ 

“Do you want to ask them any ques- 
tions?’’ said Devery. 

‘“There’s no use in asking them any 
questions,” said Sweeney. ‘ They've all 
come here to tell the same story.” 

“Oh, you're a little nervous,’’ said Dev- 
ery. 

‘““Why wouldn't I be?” was the reply. 
“Wasn't IT kicked around the street like a 
football, and then when I turned over to the 
police the men who did it, they let them 
go. Haven't you some judgment yourself, 
Commissioner? Do you think I'd come up 
here and press this complaint if what they 
say is true?”’ 

Devery looked surprised at this form of 
appeal, but he said ‘‘ Case dismissed. 

Hyman Bloom, a shoe dealer of Asbury 
Park, charged Policeman P. J. O'Sullivan 
of the Eldridge Street Station with stop- 
ping him at Rutgers and Canal Streets at 
3:30 A. M, on June 17 as he was on his 
way home with Jacob Bloomberg, an em- 
ploye, and taking from the bag of stock 
he carried a new pair of slippers. He said 
the policeman had first demanded that he 
buy him ice cream. . 

O'Sullivan denied taking the slippers, and 
said that he found Bloom out with a push- 
cart and told him to ‘‘ move on,"’ as he 
had no business to be obstructing the 
streets at that time of night with a push- 
cart. He was corroborated by two private 
watchmen, but Bloom insisted that he had 
no pusheart, and appealed to Roundsman 
Kelly, to whom he had first complained, as 
to this. 

‘‘Here, now,” said Devery, ‘‘don’t you 
ask that Roundsman any questions.”’ 

Bloom laughed and shrugged his shoul- 
ders. 

“Stand up straight and stop laughin’,” 
said Devery; ‘‘ this ain't no laughin’ mat- 
ter."’ 

“But I had no pushecart, and these men 
were't there,’’ persisted Bloom. 

‘‘Case dismissed,"’ said Devery. 

James Bergman, a Maiden Lane jeweler, 
said that James Crawford, whom he had 
afterward found to be an ex-conyict, had 
obtained a diamond ring worth $129 from 
him, and he had secured a warrant for his 


arrest. He said he saw Crawford in Eighth 
Avenue near Fifty-eighth Street on June 
“6, and called on Policeman George B. 
Sweeney of the West Forty-seventh Street 
Station to arrest him, but he refused. 
Sweeney was therefore on trial. The po- 


liceman, however, said that Bergman had 
grabbed him by the arm in the street, and, 
pointing to a group of men, said, ‘* Arrest 
that man.” 

“*What for?’ I asked,’’ said Sweeney. 
“Then he put his hand in his pocket and 


‘said, ‘It’s worth money to you if you do.’ 


I didn't see any one running away.” 

Bergman admitted that he had seen Craw- 
ford several times before that and after the 
warrant had been issued. He added that 
Crawford had obtained the ring by “ false 
misrepresentations.”’ 

“Case dismissed,”’ said Devery. 

John Probansky. said Policeman Edward 
Schultz of the East Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion had clubbed and arrested him on a 
Third Avenue car on the afternoon of May 
14 because he had asked him to make room 
so he couid enter the car. Several officers 
and men who had been on house duty swore 
that Probansky was drunk when Schultz 
brought him in, and wanted to fight every- 
body. 

“You wanted to fight everybody,’’ said 
Devery, ‘and when you couldn't find any 
one to fight you fought yourself. Case dis- 
missed.”’ : 

Policeman Guy R. Cobaugh of the West 
Twentieth Street Station was on trial for 
shooting Charles Wittemore, a_ boy, at 
Eleventh Avenue and Twenty-fifth Street 
at 2 A. M. on May 17. Wittemore, whose 
good character was established by wit- 
nesses, said he heard a fight and breaking 
glass at the hotel at that corner and ran. 
He heard the policeman call to him to stop, 
but only did so when the bullet punctured 
him. He was for five weeks in hospital. 
Devery dismissed the case, saying that at 
that time of night a policeman has a right 
to fire upon a person who refuses to stop 
when hailed after a fight or a suspicion 
that a burglary has been attempted. 

Policeman Walter McDonough, late at 
roll call at the Steamboat Squad, said he 
had carried a private message for Florrie 
Sullivan, a cousin of State Senator Tim- 
othy D. Sullivan. He was fined five days’ 


ay. 
Policeman Patrick J. Mulligan of the 
Delancey Street Station, who fell off the 
station house steps on June 19, and who 
since wears a big piece of plaster on the 
back of his head, was fined thirty days’ 
pay. Police Surgeon Vossberg testifying 
that he was drunk at the time. A private 
physician and a Gouverneur Hospital 
ambulance surgeon testified that Mulligan 
had been taking powerful remedies for 
rheumatism, and these might have caused 
the symptoms of intoxication. 

‘And these drugs were put into this 
gentleman's stomach and were boiling 
there, and he was carried into the station‘ 
house and fell down the steps, cutting 
his head, and there was everything to 
indicate that he was intoxicated when he 
was sick,’’ said Devery, musinglv, just be 
fore he imposed the heavy penalty. 


GAIN IN URBAN POPULATION. 


Census Shows an Increase in Cities 
Since 1880 of Almost a Third, and 
Since 1890 of Nearly 5 Per Cent. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Census 
Office issued a bulletin to-day concerning 
the urban population of the country. It 
shows that 28,411,698 people in the United. 
States live in cities and towns of over 
4,000 population. This is 37.3 per cent. of 


the entire population, a gain of almost 5 
per cent. since the census of 1800, when 
the percentage was 32.9. Compared with 
the returns of 1880, the report ®hows a 
gain in the urban population of the country 
of more than a third in percentage and of 
considerably more than double in actual 
numbers. In 1880 there were 580 places 
of more than 4,000 persons each, with an 
aggregate population of 12,936,110, or 25.8 
per cent. of the then population. About 
one-half of the urban population of 1900 
was contained in cities of over 100,000 peo- 
ple. There were 38 of those cities, with a 
combined population of 14,208,347. There 
are now 1,158 places of over 4,000 popula- 
tion, as against 899 in 1890. 

The population of the District of Colum- 
bia is regarded as urban. In the other 
States and Territories the percentage of 
persons living in cities and towns as com- 
pared with the entire population of the 
places ranges from 91.6 in Rhode Island 
to 2.5 in Indian Tey the entire list 
being as follows: Rhode Island, 91.6; Mas- 
sachusetts, 86.9; New York, 71.2; New Jer- 
sey, 67.5; Connecticut, 65.5; Pennsylvania, 
51.1; Illinois, 51.0; California, 48.9; Mary- 
land, 48.2; New Hampshire, 46.7; Ohio, 44.8; 
DelaWare, 41.4; Colorado, 41.2; Michigan, 
37.2; Se 36.4; Maine, 36.2; Mis- 
souri, 34.9; Wisconsin, 34.5; Minnesota, 31.0;

WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Navy De- 
partment has taken no action in the matter 
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of Commodore Schroeder’s criticism of 
United States marines at Guam. 

In this connection the Navy Department 
to-day gave out the following order is- 
sued by the Governor, supplementing his 
previous order, and, in the opinion of of- 
ficials, mitigating the reflections on the 
nf&rines:

The entire command 
is now waiting to hear from them, and it is 
hoped that American manhood will continue to 
assert itself and refuse to perfiit the reputation 
and privileges of all to suffer in order to screen 
a few criminals who do not deserve much leni- 
ency.

PORTO RICO AND COFFEE. 


No Duty on Importations to That Island 
After Free Trade Proclamation. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—Under a rul- 
ing of the Treasury Department coffee 
shipped from the United States to Porto 
Rico will be admitted into Porto 
Rico free of duty as soon as free trade ts 
proclaimed between the United States and 
that island. This in practice will very likely 


result in all coffee shipped into Porto Rico 
Fe any country being admitted free of 
uty. 

Although the Porto Rican tariff ee 
for a duty of 5 cents a pound on all coffee 
imported from a foreign country, it is ex- 
pected that coffee importers will take, ad- 
vantage of the fact that coffee is admit- 
ted free into the United States and ship 
their coffee into the United States and

SNUBBED BY GEN. OTIS. 
Gen. MacArthur’s Advice Declined—in- 


stances of Friction Between Amer- 


ican Generals. 

Special to Tle New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Reports made 
public by Lieut. Gen. Miles contain copies 
of some telegrams which indicate that there 
was friction between Gen. Otis and Gen. 
MacArthur when the former commanded 
the army in the Philippines, and that Gen. 
Otis was on one occasion called upon to re- 
buke his subordinate for offering advice on 
a question of National policy. 
On Nov. 1899, Gen, MacArthur sent a 
telegram to Gen. Otis's chief of staff, Gen. 
Schwan, advising Gen. Otis to issue a 
proclamation of amnesty to all who sur- 
rendered and a declaration that any one 
who thereaff@r killed an American soldier 
should ‘be treated as a murderer. It was 
two weeks before Gen. Otis replied to this 
tender of political advice, and when he did 
it was in the following terms: 


Your telegram announcing your policy re- 
ceived. Your recommendations concerning proc- 
lamation cannot be carried out; legal difficul- 
ties of an international character, apparently 
not understood by you, forbid. No further ad- 
vice on this subject de@ired by the commanding 
General. SCHWAN, Chief of Staff. 
Later, when the time was ripe for it, 
the proclamation was issued. 

A minor instance of the friction between 
the Generals is shown in a telegram from 
MacArthur reporting the capture of a part 
of the Dagupan Railway. It was done so

quickly that the Filipinos did not have 
time to destroy the property, and Gen. 
MacArthur said that this was due to the 


action of Capts. Harry A. Hegeman and 
Carl L. Stone of the Thirty-sixth Infantry, 
who took two lomocotives and acted as en- 
gineers. He recommended the two officers 
for brevet promotion. 

Gen. Otis, in replying, called Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's attention to the law to the ef- 
fect that in order to be entitled to a brevet 
the officers’ act must have been ‘‘in the 
presence of the enemy,” or, as the War 
Department interprets it, ‘‘ within the 
range of the enemy's guns.” Gen. MacAr- 
thur, in a rejoinder, said: 

‘fT would remark that the position of 
the War Department amounts to a declara- 
tion that the more decisive the victory, the 
less chance of recognition of meritorious 
services. The action was not only in the 
presence of the enemy, but, by all methods 
of fair construction, was within the range 
of the enemy’s guns. Rather than have 
these highly meritorious officers humili- 
ated by the publication, of this correspon- 
dence, I respectfully request that the ap- 
plication be withdrawn.” 

Without ‘making any comment on this 
criticism, Gen. tis complied with Gen. 
MacArthur's request and ordered that the 
application be withdrawn, 


COURTS-MARTIAL AT MANILA. 


Regular Accused of Killing a Native— 
The Benguet Scandal. 


MANILA, July 11.—The trial of Lieut. 
Preston Brown of the Second Infantry, 
charged with murdering, near Binangonan, 
a native who was suspected of responsi- 
bility in the death of a soldier, began to- 


day. The soldier was drowned while a de- 
tachment of the Second Infantry, under 
fire, was swimming a river. Lieut. Brown 
questioned the native, and the latter ran 
ohana whereupon Brown shot and killed 
m. 

Capt. Francis P. Fremont, also of the 
Second Infantry, is being tried for striking 
a soldier. The court has requested that 
Capt. Wright, now in Washington, be or- 
dered here to testify. 

It developed recently that H. Phelps 
Whitmarsh, the Governor of Benguet Prov- 
ince, (who has been ordered here to have 
certain charges against him investigated,) 
had a physical encounter with Secretary 
Otto Scherer of that province, who disap- 
proves of the Governor's administration. 
The United States Commissioners believe 
Scherer is devoted to the interests of the 
natives. 


A BRASS PLATE FOR THE NEWARK. 


It Is in Remembrance of Officers and 
Men Killed at Peking. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Navy De- 
partment has received a letter from Capt. 
B. H. McCall, referrring to the fact that 
he has placed on the guard deck of the 
Newark a brass plate, containing the names 
of the officers, seamen, and marines who 
were killed and wounded last Summer in 
the effort made to relieve the foreign le- 

gations in Peking. The lettef adds: 

“As officers and men from the Newark 
made an exceedingly fine record in con- 
flict with the enemy, very much hope 
that you will direct that the plate be a 
permanent fitting of the ship, in remem- 
rance of the casualties incurred in the 
line of duty and as an incentive to duty.” 
Instructions have gone to the Navy Yary 
at Boston to have this plate made a perma- 
nent fitting of the Newark.

cent., and the quotations of preceding years 
were much lower than now. 

The moderate decline in the index num- 
ber this year indicates the absence of 
fictitious values, while reports of higher 
wages, increased savings banks deposits, 
and other evidences of accumulated earn- 
ings show that consumers are more able 
to pay the advanced prices than they 
were in former years.

FAILURES IN JUNE. 


Returns reported to R. G. Dun & Co. show 
that the total amount of commercial fail- 


ures in the country in June was $10,539,559, 
against $8,191,859 in the corresponding 
month of last year. Manufacturing fail- 
ures aggregated $4,795,406, an increase of 
$1,518,817 over June, 1900, 

The combined Habilities of two large 
breweries were about $450,000. Although the 
depression in cotton manufacture passed 
without any serious failures, one big con- 
cern was unable to bear the strain long 
enough, and practically all the June figures 
in this line are due to its debts. The new 
fiscal year has improved conditions in 
other textile lines, among which the June 
results were not at all good.

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DEEP HOLLOW SNAKE STORIES. 


One Tells of a Violinist’s Encounter 
with Two Rattlers, the Other of 
Reptilian Siamese Twins.

KINGSTON, N. Y., July 14—Gabriel Cran- 
dall, a violinist of Deep Hollow, recently 
gave a solo under extraordinary and some- 
what trying circumstances. He was cross- 
ing the mountains on his why to Halstead, 
when he discovered a big rattlesnake di- 
rectly in his path. The road at this point 
is very narrow and winds around a sharp 
spur of the mountain. Gabriel started to 
run, but had gone only a few feet when a 
second rattler appeared, coming from the 
opposite direction. He saw there was not 


enough room to pass Without being bitten 
and backed up against the ledge. While 
wondering what would eventually become of 
him the thought occurred that snakes had 
been charmed by music, and he was will- 
ing to make the experiment for himself. 

Drawing the violin from its case he be- 
gan to play a rag-time air. The two snakes 
gradually uncoiled and stretched themselves 
out flat and glided toward the frightened 
fiddler. This did not delight Gabriel, but he 
continued to saw away vigorously. Closer 
drew the snakes and faster darted the bow. 

When within two feet of the terrified 
musician the snakes halted and winding 
themselves up lifted their heads close to- 
gether. Then Gabriel's nerves gave way. 
Snatching the violin by the neck he 
breught it down with all the force he could 
command on the heads of the two reptiles. 
The blow stunned both. Before they could 
recover, Gabriel dispatched them with 
stones which he tore loose from the ledge 
and escaped further adventure. 

The same day that Gabriel killed the 
snokes William Sulliyan Foley, the famous 
Smoky Hollow farmer and hunter, suc- 
ceeded in capturing a snake, or @ pair of 
snakes, hitched together like the Stamese 
twins. The twins have two heads and two 
tails, but the rest of the body is like that of 
a single snake, with the exception of a sin- 
gle depression above and below, extending 
their entire length. The bodies join about 
six inches from the head. The tails are each 
almost a foot long. The length of the joined 
body is two feet and nine inches.

While blasting a rock to | 
make room for a hill of potatoes the other 
day he again saw the twins and captured 
them. The twins are jet black. with a yel- 
low ring just below the head. Both mouths 
eat and in traveling seem to be of the 
same mind about everything. 


POLICEMAN WOOLEY’S PLIGHT. 


Many Picnickers Will Testify Against 
Him for His Conduct at a Summer 
Outing. 

Policeman Henry W. Wooley will have 
® great many explanations to make. He has 
been up before his superiors before, but 
never on such a charge as the one that is 
lodged against him now. According to the 
testimony of a number of persons, he not 
only failed to protect the picnic party he 
was detailed to look after, but he insisted 

on making trouble. 

The church of which the Rev. Father 
David Junor of Huguenot, S. I., is pastor 
gave a picnic at Richmond Grove, and ev- 
erything passed off quietly until Wooley, 
the policeman, without provocation, accord- 
ing to the bystanders, assaulted Henry R. 
Thomas. The story runs to the effect that 
he knocked Thomas down, and when the 
latter atlempted to arise he attacked him 
with his club. Wooley then arrested Thom- 
as without any apparent cause and, after 
abusing him, let him go. 

The picnickers started home and Thomas 
was arrested again, handcuffs being put on 
him, but after the officer and prisoner had 
gone a little way toward the police sta- 
tion, the policeman fell asleep and remained 
in that condition for twenty minutes. The 
prisoner was unable to get away on ac- 
count of the handcuffs. Besides, he said 
that if he had been free he had too much 
respect for the law to run away from an 
officer. 

In the mean time Thomas's father had 
been informed of the trouble his son was 
in and hurried to the place where Wooley 
was asleep. He awakened the policeman 
and demanded what was the charge against 
his son. Wooley wouldn't say, and finally 
agreed to let the prisoner go. About fif- 
teen persons have agreed to testify against 
Wooley at headquarters. 


CIGARETTES A BOY’S DIET. 


The Charge “ Jimmy” Driscoll’s Mother 
Makes—He Tells the Court It 
Is a “ Pipe.” 

A cigarette victim of a new type has 
come to light in the person of one Jimmy 
Driscoll, fourteen years old, who lives on 
Lynch Street, Brooklyn.

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BRYAN UNDER FOOT. 

The most noteworthy thing in the pro- 
ceedings of the Ohio Democratic Conven- 
tion was the trampling on the portrait, 
the platform, and the pretensions of Mr. 
BRYAN. 

So far as the portrait is concerned, it 
was probably an accident that the one of 
the half-dozen delegates voting for the 
Kansas City platform, who tried to carry 
a banner to be hung near the President's 
chair, dropped the portrait and that it 
was trodden under foot by the marching 
clubs escorting the candidate into the 
hall. But it was not an accident that no 
portrait was originally displayed, or that 
when this was dropped a hundred others 
were not ready to replace it, or that no 
attempt was made to explain or atone for 
the indignity offered to the late leader of 
the Democracy of the Nation. 

Neither was it in any sense an accident 
that the reaffirmation of the National 
platform received only six out of nearly 
a thousand votes, or that its defeat was 
greeted with loud cheers for Tom JOHN- 
8ON. The only division in the convention 
was between the friends of JoHNSON and 
the friends of the candidate K1LBouRNE. 
The former were supposed to include all 
the sympathizers with Bryanism. If so, 
they were very few, and the utter failure 
of the attempt to elicit some tribute to 
BRYAN was met by wild applause from 
the Johnson faction, It scarce a 
month since Mr. BRYAN issued his state- 
ment as to who and what should consti- 
tute Democracy, with all the arrogant 
confidence he showed in his orders to the 
Kansas City Convention, and now his ad- 
vocates are treated with contempt and 
derision and insult, 

As this is the first time since the elec- 
tion of last year that an important State 
Convention of the Democratic Party nas 
been called on definitely to indorse the 
ideas and to acknowledge the continued 
leadership of Mr. Bryan, the action of 
the Ohio Democrats is very significant.

MR. M’KINLEY AND RECIPROCITY. 
How strongly does Mr. McKINLEY 
really desire to get through the Senate 
some tangible concessions of reciprocity? 
This is the essential point in the Re- 
publican Congressional programme for 
BS the next session. No one doubts that 
: the President has a certain desire in this 
direction. All who have talked with him 
. agree in reporting it. It would be strange 
% if he had not. He has learned ‘much in 
a his four years in office that was only a 
Vague impression before. He has un- 
learned some things. He knows 
that in many of the most important lines 
b of industry there is no more need for 
ee. protection from foreign compétition than 
: h2 himself has for swaddling clothes. He 
knows, further, that in some important 
lines there is an actual need for foreign 
markets, which the high tariff duties 
tend to close. He knows that in the chief 
European countries there is a well- 
founded feeling of resentment toward 
the United States on account of the self- 
ish and arbitrary commercial policy 
which we pursue. His own efforts to as- 
guage this feeling by the negotiation of 
treaties of reciprocity, though authorized 
by law and approved by his party plat- 
form, have been resisted in the Senate 
in a manner that has made the situation 
more trying and vexatious than before. 
“He sees that there is a considerable and 
growing sentiment in the business com- 
munity in favor of a more rational and 
progressive policy; he has done all appa- 
rently that seemed to him practicable to 
secure some respect for this sentiment, 
and he has been defeated and almost 
flouted. The question now is how far 
he is prepared to go in the use of his 
great influence with his party to bring 
the Senate into harmony with his own 
convictions and with the advancing pub- 
Ue opinion of the country. 

With all respect for the sincerity of the 
President, we fear he will not go very 
far. Mr. McKinuey is profoundly con- 
vinced that the substantial unity of the 
organization of his party is absolutely 
essential to the welfare of the country. 
He will do nothing that he can avoid that 
is likely to imperil that unity. He will 
not try to constrain any element in the 
party that is ready to-show-fight,- 
it he in order to conciliate -awmore+pow: 


now 
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reciprocity and of all relaxation of the 
absurd and outworn protective tariff are 
entirely ready to fight, and the friends 
of tariff reform in the party are not. 
The anti-reformers are contending for 
their pockets. They are in the enjoyment 
of profitable privileges. They have the 
monstrous privilege of taxing their fel- 
low-citizens for trading with their for- 
eign competitors. From this they have 
made and are making great and contin- 
uous profits. These profits are so large 
that they can afford to sell and do sell 
in many cases their surplus products in 
foreign markets at prices far below what 
they charge at home. Men do not give 
up such advantages unless they are 
forced to do so, and it is very hard to 
force these men. They are a compact, 
united body, trained by long experience 
in all the arts of influencing legislation. 
Party success is nothing to them except 
as it promotes their own interests. Par- 
ty discipline is valuable to them as a 
weapon in their own hands. Turned 
against them, it has few terrors. They 
never hesitate to betray and defeat a 
party man who is not enlisted on their 
side. Even Mr. McKINLEY can do little 
with them unless he is able and ready to 
threaten them with opposition that will 
induce them to save part rather than 
lose all. He may come to this in the 
long run. He is nowhere near that point 
now. 

The protectionists are not deceived 
.about reciprocity. They know perfectly 
what it means, and that, as far as it 
goes, it goes straight in the direction of 
free trade. They have fought it in its 
mildest form on that account, and they 
will continue to do so until they are com- 
pelled to compromise. The only voice 
they will listen to is the voice of the peo- 
ple at the polls, and even to this they 
will be found very deaf. If Mr. McKIn- 
LEY should see that the advance of pub- 
lic opinion was becoming dangerous to 
his party, he might make himself the 
interpreter of that opinion, and secure 
some attention for its demands. But he 
would have to be very clear in his con- 
viction, much clearer than he has as yet 
shown any sign of being. 


THE STEEL STRIKE. 

Everything points to the conclusion 
that the differences between the .imal- 
gamated Association and the managers 
of the mills in which the strike was be- 
gun about a fortnight ago will be ad- 
justed to the satisfaction of both inter- 
ests. The most satisfactory feature of the 
situation is that the executive officers of 
the union have learned that there is such 
a thing as talking too much, and are dis- 
creetly silent as to their plans and pur- 
poses. The importance of this discovery 
cannot be overestimated. Very few dif- 
ferences arise between employers and 
workmen which do not admit of mutually 
satisfactory adjustment if the contest 
is not begun in the newspapers before the 
stage of diplomatic negotiation § is 
reached. 

When the present strike was declared 
there was rather too much talking in- 
dulged in on the part of Mr. SHAFFER. 
This was not surprising, but the fact 
that it came very near putting things in 
such shape that what the Amalgamated 
Association got it would have to fight 


for, inch by inch, seems to have been 


made apparent to him. He is now dis- 
creetly reticent, and even has the cour- 
age to retract some of his hasty and ill- 
advised declarations. There is no dispo- 


sition on the part of the mill managers 
to force a struggle which can be averted. 


Neither side wants a protracted and cost- 
ly strike at this time, and the spirit dis- 
played is favorable to a good understand- 
ing. Whatever is done will probably be 
done as quietly as possible, and a public 
announcement is not expected before 
Saturday. When made it will probably 
be satisfactory to all in interest and will 
put matters in shape for harmonious co- 


operation for another year. 





MR. HOWARD GOULD AND JUDGE 
GIEGERICH. 

We -have been commenting, perhaps 
more freely than some ef our readers 
thought becoming and proper, upon the 
ways of the trial Judges of the Sapreme 
Court in this department. It is true that, 


so long as the pretense that a court makes 


of administering ‘‘ justice according to 
law” is decently plausible, it is a kind 
of public offense to diminish the public 
respect for such a tribunal. But there is 
a limit beyond which forbearance ceases 
to be a virtue and we think it is the 
general judgment of the bar that that 
limit has been reached in this judicial 
department. ‘There be three things 
which are too wonderful for me,’ ob- 
served Sontomon, “yea, four which I 
khow not; the way of an eagle in the air; 
the way of a serpent upon a rock; the 
way of a ship in the midst of the sea, 
and the way of a man with a maid.” If 
SOLOMON had lived till now, and had car- 
pet-bagged to New York, he might have 
added a fifth enigma, and included in his 
list of things that were too wonderful 


for him the way of a trial Judge in the 
First Judicial Depd?tment of the State 


of New York with a case. 

Most of our readers, we dare say, re- 
eall the case of the discharged valet of 
Mr. Howarp GouLp, who brought a suit 
against him that was tried some months 
ago. No decent man could have read 
the report of the trial without wonder 
at the scandalous lengths to which the 
plaintiff's counsel was permitted by the 
Court to go in his cross-examination. 
It seemed to such persons an awful thing 
that a claimant, when represented by 
such a person as his counsel, should be 
permitted to use a court of justice asa 
means of miscellaneous scandal and def- 
amation, absolutely without bearing on 
he«case,-and aimless, except in so far as 
the-object of the plaintiff may have been

ghow fight. Now, it must Herconceflea!] to the wayfaring layman, that the ob- 
‘that at the present time the opponents of j ject of the counsel for the plaintiff, in 
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most of the questions that he asked, was 
to provoke the defendant into killing him 
where he stood. And if Mr. Goutp had 
in fact done that, it would have been 
hard to assemble a jury of human beings 
that would have found him guilty of any 
offense. But laymen naturally hesitat- 
ed to give vent to their notions of human 
decency in face of the fact that the Court 
had admitted that line of testimony as, 
in some inscrutable manner, having 
something to do with the case on trial. 

It is very well for Mr. GouLp that he 
refrained, even under the provocation 
that he had, and that he awaited his vin- 
dication by lawful @&hd regular means. 
He has now received it. In the opinion 
of Justice McLAUGHLIN, unanimously 
adopted by the Appellate Division, we 
read the following weighty words: 


We are also of the opinion that the judg- 
ment must be reversed on the ground that 
the trial Court abused its discretion in per- 
mitting the plaintiff's attorney to cross- 
examine the defendant on immaterial and 
irrelevant matters—the answers to which 
could only .tend to humiliate and degrade 
him. It is unnecessary to refer to the tes- 
timony at length. It is sufficient to say 
that it relates to the defendant’s relation 
with certain women; as to how long he had 
known them; how frequently he had vis- 
ited them; whether or not he kept some of 
his clothes where one of them lived, and 


whether he did not pay tthe living ex- 
penses of one of them, The defendant 
claimed his privilege, refused to answer 


on the ground that they 
were highly improper, ungentlemanly, and 
cewardly—hut notwithstanding this fact, 
‘ Court directed him to answer, which he 
did. 


It is true that the very worst of the in- 
decencies which the plaintiff's counsel on 
the trial perpetrated, and which the trial 
Judge permitted, is not mentioned in this 
scorching and awful rebuke. It is not 
discreditable to the gentlemanlike feel- 
ing of the Appellate Division that it 
should have been reluctant to recognize 
that such an offense had been committed 
and permitted by a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of this State. 

But, without that crowning infamy, 
the rebuke remains awful. We repeat 
that it was well for Mr. Gou.Lp that he 
refrained from carrying out what must 
have been his impulse, and left the o:'t- 
rage, which the trial Judge had allowed, 
to be rebuked in judicial words of truth 
and soberness; left his case to be dealt 
with truly b¥ “ justice according to law.” 

But let us ask our readers whether we 
have said anything so severe about the 
trial Judges in general as the Appellate 
Division has said about this particular 
one of the trial Judges. Why he al- 
lowed his court to be turned into a 
“School for Scandal” is inscrutable, un- 
less haply he did it in order to provide 
“copy” for our esteemed yellow con- 
temporaries. Verily he has his reward. 
He is now probably of the opinion that 
he would have done better if he had paid 
more attention to justice according to 
law, and less to the yellow vespertine 
journals.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION AT PITTS- 


BURG. 

It gives us pleasure to note that ‘the 
views expressed in these columns when 
the generous gift of Mr. CARNEGIE for 
the endowment of a technical school in 
Pittsburg was announced as to the direc- 
tion in which the money could be most 
profitably expended anticipated the con- 
clusions reached by the managers of the 
fund. The Carnegie school will be some- 
thing more useful than an addition to the 


already ample list of technical colleges, 
which are experiencing some difficulty in 


securing as many pupils as they can ac- 
commodate, and are annually turning out 
more certified ‘‘engineers’’ than can find 
Satisfactory professional employment. 


What has long been needed in much 


greater amplitude of provision than has 


yet been made is an educational system 
by means of which the ambitious me- 
chanic can cross the generally impassa- 


ble barrier between the empiricism of his 
handicraft and the beginnings of tech- 
nical knowledge without which self-edu- 
cation in principles and theory is almost 
impossible, save for the genius. 

The Carnegie School is to be organized 
in three departments. One will consist of 
a system of day and evening classes for 
artisans, intended to benefit these unable 
to take the more complete course offered 
in the higher departments. This, we as- 
sume, will be conducted on the general 
plan of the admirable Cooper Union of 
this a upon which it would be difficult 
to maRe any important improvement. 
The next grade above will be known as 
the Technical High School, to which 
graduates of graded grammar schools are 
eligible. This, in addition to the usual 
high school studies, will include elective 
courses in blast furnace and iron foundry 
practice, brass founding, pattern-mak- 
ing, sheet metal working, gas manufact- 
ure, electrical applications, boiler man- 
agement, and the running of locomotive 
and stationary engines. The highest 
grade, to be known as the Carnegie 
Technical College, will carry the pupil as 
far as he can go in any institution of 
this or other countries. The theoretical 
will not be slighted for the practical, but 
those upon whom devolves the necessity 
of developing an earning capacity as 
quickly as possible will not be confront- 
ed with the impossible requirement of a 
four years’ course at an impracticable 
cost in time and money. 

The Trustees of the Carnegie fund are 
to be congratulated upon the wisdom of 
their decision. In view of the ever-pres- 
ent temptation besetting the administra- 
tor of an educational endowment to yield 
to the pedagogic influence which seeks 
to divert it from the practical to the 
theoretical, the Pittsburg plan is even 
better than we had expected. 








FRAUNCES’S TAVERN. 
Everybody in authority seems to be 
favorable to the project for restoring and 
maintaining ‘“‘ Fraunces’s Tavern.” Mr. 
HOLAHAN has made friends by his cor- 
dial support of the project. 

The spot is indeed about the most his- 
torically interesting on the Island of 
Manhattan. There is no incident in the 
career of GEORGE WASHINGTON more 
touching than his farewell to his«Gen- 
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erals, which took place at that spot, and 
in a room which has been fairly pre- 
served, and in a house which can be, we 
understand, accurately restored to the 
appearance which it presented in those 
old days. THACKERAY, than whom no 
novelist was ever better able to distin- 
guish between the true and the false 
pathetic, has in “The Virginians’ so 
treated this historical incident that it is 
impossible to read his version of it with- 
out emotion. Indeed, it is difficult to 
read any account of it, even the baldest, 
without emotion. There was a human 
significance, transcendink even the pa- 
triotic, in that great farewell. 

The ladies who have carried the 
scheme thus far are entitkeed to the 
thanks of all of us. We trust, however, 
that they will not ehdanger their caube 
by asking for too much from the city. 
And indeed it is not they who have made 
this mistake. It seems to us rather ab- 
surd to withdraw from business the 
whole block at one cofner of which the 
historic tavern stands, considering that 
there is already in the neighborhood 
Coenties Slip Park, which amply meets 
the demand of the neighborhood for an 
evening “ breathing place.”’ 

It is true that the city might sell the 


existing park and acquire the other 


block. In default of that solution, which 
has not been before suggested, so far as 
we know, what is really needed is the 
reproduction of the historic tavern, 
with enough ground about it to be con- 
verted into a Colonial garden, in the way 
in which such a hortulan scholar as, for 
example, Mr. Parsons, would know how 
to do it. But the main point is that the 
municipal authorities see the main point. 
Evidently Mr. HoLaHAN sees it, and we 
ought to be much obliged to him for see- 
ing it. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


~——Though Engineering News ascribes 
mcre weight than does any other paper of 
its class we have seen to the contention 
of the New York Central officials that 
there are insuperable difficulties in the way 
of substituting electric for direct steam 
traction in the tunnel, it has only ridicule 
for the statement by those officials that 
because of those difficulties ‘‘ the most ex- 
pert civil engineers in the world’ have 
failed to find a satisfactory solution of the 
problem. It expresses great curiosity as 
to the identity of those experts and as to 
the limits of expense that were impose 
upon them. And Engineering News itself 
offers a sfiggestion, the adoption of which, 
it asserts, would immediately and thorough- 
ly remedy the existing evils without delay- 
ing trains an instant and without involving 
the dangers incidental to the use of heavily 
charged ‘third rails’ in the terminal 
yard. What is needed, according to this au- 
thority, is simply a system of tunnel venti- 
lation that will ventilate, and such a sys- 
tem can be installed the moment there is a 
real demand for it—on the part of the Cen- 
tral management. ‘ There is,’’ says Engi+ 
neering News, ‘‘ nothing experimental or 
doubtful er visionary about this. ‘he ap- 
plication of power to move air is now as 
common and as well understood as the 
pumping of water, a the engineer can 
work in one field with as much certainty 
of success as in the other. The foul gases 
ought to be discharged, of course, at the 
height of the chimney tops and not at the 
street level. This means the erection of 
shafts or chimneys over the tunnel open- 
ings. The flow of the gases up these chim- 
neys and of fresh air into proper inlets to 
the tunnel, should be assisted by fans oper- 
ated by electric motors. The air passages 
throughout should be made so large that 
great volumes of air can be moved with 
moderate velocities; if this is borne in 


mind, a moderate amount of power only 
will be required to operate the fans and to 
keep the tunnel reasonably clear of smoke 
and steam at all times.’’ Engineering News 
says nothing about the relief to be obtained 


by extinguishing a few gas jets in each car 
that passes through the tunnel. That is a 


pity, for expert opinion on that pretty plan 
would be interesting. 


—-Much impatience is expressed by The 
Coast Seamen's Journal, a paper which 
usually talks with sense when it is not en- 


gaged in proving that all sailors are angels 





-and all shipowners fiénds, at the general 


inclimtion to ascribe the refent wrecks 
on the Newfoundland coast to mysterious 
and ever-changing currents. Referring to 
the loss within a month of the transatlantic 
steamers Assyrian,’ Lusitania, and Armen 
—and it might have added a fourth, the 
Delmar—it says that a striking similarity 
marks the circumstances in which the 
vessels went ashore, and that “these 
circumstances may be briefly described 
as dense fog, darkness, and high 
speed.”’ The Coast Seamen's Journal 
does not deny, of course, that the 
currents in the neighborhood of Newfound- 
land are erratic; its point is that the fact 
of the uncertainty as to the movement of 
the waters in that region is perfectly well 
known to all navigators, and that the in- 
cidental perils would never be risked in 
darkness and fog, when they are at their 
maximum, were it not that a Captain’s 
reputation and, livelihood depend in very 
large measure ‘upon his record of making 
fast trips, no matter what the conditions 
of weather. There is a lot in this idea. 
Speed means a decrease in most expenses 
except for coal, and it means increased 
earning power, since the sooner one voyage 
is over the sooner another can begin. And 
always there is latent in the owner’s mind 
the consoling thought that both vessel and 
cargo are insured. ‘‘ Of course,’’ says The 
Coast Seamen’s Journal in its irascible way, 
“as long as ‘quick voyages’ continue to 
be the all-important requirement of the 
navigation it will be useless to talk of these 
things. Befogged ships and befuddled ship- 
masters will be the rule at sea, and a be- 
fooled press and a bamboozled public will 
be the rule ashore, And the only repyta- 
tion that will be made out of it all will be 
for sheer luck—the luck of the plunger.” 
Fast running in fogs costs many a life, and 
the often-mentioned ‘ half-speed"’ is, as 
events show, still too fast. 


—Commissioner CLAUSEN stood so long 
and so courageously by Mr, Oscar F. Spats 
in the matter of the park chairs that 
really it wasn’t pretty in the holder of 
the obnoxious privilege to fly to the courts 
for an injunction to prevent the Commis- 
sioner from making his surfender to the 
hoodlums immediately effective and get- 
ting a little relief from attacks which he 
had at last found unendurable. Of course 
Mr. SPATE has incurred a good deal of ex- 
pense, both for chairs and for attendants, 
but he must have known, when he entered 
into the enterprise, that it contained possi- 
bilities of other outcomes than profits, and 
he should have been touched by the Com- 
missioner’s offer to take the chairs off 
his hands, presumably at cost price, ‘and 
present them to the city. That would 
have made up for at least @ part of his 
pecuniary losses, and he might well have 
found consolation for the remainder in the 
proud thought that in a few days he has 
passed from complete obscurity to a posi- 
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tion of eminence as a man with his name 
in eyery newspaper in the country.. Com- 
missioner CLAUSEN was somewhat widely 
known before, and such increment of fame 
as the incident has brought him is neither 
pleasant nor valuable. He has been held 
up to public scorn as an introducer of Eu- 
ropean and monarchical innovations, and 
as for his political ambitions, they have 
been subjected to a chill from which there 
is small chance they will ever recover. 
Once men “ spoke of him” for Mayor, in 
tones very gentle, indeed, but still audible. 
Now, were he to run for any office his 
opponent would blithely talk of park 
chairs and go to victory on that issue 
alone. And yet Mr. SpatTre, who beguiled 
the Commissioner, or whom the Commis- 
sioner beguiled into this terrible~ mis- 
take, and whose contract the Commissioner 
defended long after its abandonment was 
the part of obviowfS wisdom, adds to and 
prolongs the troubles by getting an injunc- 
tion and declaring that he will fight to 
the last fér his chairs and his nickels. It’s 
a sad case, and again the serpent has to 
blush at the comparative bluntness of its 
teeth. 


NOISE EVIL IN NEW YORK. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A writer in a newspaper of recent date 
gives it as his opinion that noises of vari- 
ous kinds in New York City cause more 
deaths than does the intense Summer heat. 
He states that during the late phenome- 
nally hot spell people were compelled to 
keep all their windows wide open at night 
to prevent being suffocated, and in their 
efforts to mitigate that distress they in- 
curred the intensified aggravation of the 
noise évil, which latter is more insufferable 
to a nervous person than excessive heat. 


The writer's arguments were certainly very 
plausible, and afford food for thought. 

It has long been my belief that the 
hideous hojses in New York during the 
night and early morning hours affect peo- 
ple far more seriously than they realize. I 
do not believe it is possible for any person, 
no matter how indifferent he may be to 
such disturbances, to sleep naturally and 
peacefully while a constant din is going on 
all around him. .The veriest sleepy-head 
would get more f®freshing slumber where 
quiet prevailed. 

We imagine that noises at night are am 


unavoidable evil, and so we get used to 
them, perforce, after a fashion. Thatis to 
say, those who, fortunately, are able to 
utilize such reasoning. But there are a 
good many thousand people in this town 
who are not so happily constituted. I am 
one of this class, having been a sufferer 
from insomnia for a number of years. The 
excruciating heat of last week tried me 


sorely, but the noises { was compelled to 
hear through the open windows of my room 
affected me much more. 

The simple truth is, notwithstanding all 
our boasted advancement in the arts and 
sciences, we are still a race of perfect ig- 
noramuses concerning the requirements of 


nature in the matter of sleep. I can im- 
agine our posterity of a hundred years 
hence reading with mingled wonder and 


amusement of our sleeping while beer and 
milk wagons, peddlers, dogs, and cats, and 
the Old Boy knows what not are raising an 


uproar all about us terrific enough to 
awaken the dead. 

“O, forw—a lodge in some vast wilder- 
ness! ’’ 


But, says the aequiescent victim of the 


noise affliction, the woods are full of 
peace-disturbers, too—owls, crows, tree- 
toads, woodpeckers, &c. True, but one 


could in tjme exterminate such nocturnal 
marauders, Not so with city noises, though. 
The more “civilized’’ we get the more 
dogs, cats, peddlers, parrots, and other ac- 
cessofies of Bedlam we seem to have, 
Twenty years ago I had no difficulty in 
finding a quiet ‘ones place in New York. 
To-day such an achievement is next to im- 
possible.

TRADES UNION TYRANNY.

To. the Editor of The New York Times: 

I think that your paper has taken a time- 
ly stand in treating the important subject 
of trades unions and the militia. 

In the anthracite coal region to-day the 
different militia companies are hard pushed 
to maintain a complement. Of twelve men 
in the Ninth Regiment at Wilkesbarre 
whose time expired, only three re-enlisted. 
Each local organization @ the mine work- 
ers has passed a resolution that no mem- 
Ber of the mine workers shall belong to 
the militia. 


The locals in some sections have dis- 


missed men who acted as constables in 


townships. In the First Anthracite Dis- 
trict a movement has been started, and is 
being agitated, for what is called “‘a uni- 
formed rank’’ among the mine workers. 
Communications favoring it have appeared 
in the Wilkesbarre papers without attract- 
ing any criticism. 

Phe New York public has been taught 
that the anthracite miner is ‘‘ starving, 
that he is compelled to beg at the com- 
pany store, yet here are the mine workers 
unions debating whether they shall strike 
to shut down the mines because they fear 
overproduction. 

The anthracite region has always. been 
referred to as one where the cruel cofporg- 
tion forced the militia to shoot the strik- 
ers, and the Lattimer massacre is always 
referred to by the Anarchist. 

Yet last Fall 4,000 men started to march 
from Ma®@:doo to drive out non-union men 
by force. In the riot at Oneida, where the 
strikers killed several workmen, every ef- 
fort was made to prevent a fair trial of 
the men arrested for the crime. When 
they were convicted after a fair trial the 
labor organizations demanded their pardon. 
Agents were sent among the merchants 
with a petition to the Governor, and they 
were told they must sign it or be boy- 
cotted, 

There has been no protest against the 
tyranny of the trades union in the anthra- 
cite region, The organization has drifted 
into reckléSs hands, and it will require 
delicate handling to prevent an outbreak 
of lawlessness that will startle the country. 

Not a single Pennsylvania newspaper has 
dared to call attention to the movement 
among the paid organizers of labor to es- 


freedom of riot.

THE METROPOLITAN’S SYSTEM. 








To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If those who demand more cars on Broad- 
way would look into the Metropolitan’s 
system they would find that the congestion 
complained of was not the lack of cars, 
but rather the abominable system of di- 
verting traffic from all over the city on to 
this line. 

The old horse cars, it will doubtless be 
remembered, were run two and three to a 
block during the so-called _ commission 
hours. Yet they were never ‘able to ac- 
commodate the demand made upon them. 
Since then the population has largely 
increased; besides; a number of large 
hotels and apartment houses have been 
built in locations which make Broadway 
their natural route for going up and down 
town. Add to this the pleasure riders, of 


which the old company had none, and it 





is quite manifest that Broadway has a 
sufficient number of legitimate riders to 
comfortably fill all the cars that can be 
run without interfering with the business 
element and other uses for which the 
Street is intended. 


It seems, however, that the egotism of 
Mr. Vreeland of New Jersey has forced 


the company to believe that he knew all 
about New York, and from the forbear- 
ance of the public in municipal matters he 
has doubtless been led to suppose that 
they would stand almost anything, even 
packing in a car like sardines in a box. 
Hence he has inaugurated a system based 
on these lines, by taking in Columbus or 
Ninth Avenue and Lexington Avenue to 
fiil the places of real Broadway cars. Then 
he dumps East and West hirty-fourth, 
Twenty-ninth, Twenty-eighth, Fourteenth, 
and Tenth Streets; the Madison and Sec- 
ond Avenues at Astor Place, together with 


the slums of both rivers at Houston, 
Spring, Duane, Chambers, and Fulton 
Streets, all on to the Broadway line, the 
object being apparently to afford the pub- 


lie ag little accommodation as possible, and 
thereby demonstrate his views of a New 
York public, at the same time cheapening 


the operating expenses of the road, and 
increasing the dividend-paying qualities of 
the company. 


These views are borne out by the official 
report to the State. This shows the elec- 
tric and cable mileage of the company to 
be 152 miles, and the number of cars at 
828 box, 405 open, 100 combination, and 23 
air power, and the passengers carried 400,- 
747,238. Leaving out the air cars, this gives 
494,864 persons to each of the 828 box cars, 
or for 365 days 1,356 to each car per day. 
This for the six trips, or twelve hours’ 
work of each car, gives to each trip 226 
persons to a car made to seat forty persons. 

The company, however, has never run 
this number of cars, hence the difference 
between those actually run and the num- 
ber herein computed from may be safely 
regarded as an offset of the night traffic 
or remaining twelve hours, and the calcu- 
lation, therefore, fair and close to the 
actual figures. 

The running time is given at twenty sec- 
onds to four mhinutes. The former evident- 
ly refers to the blocks that occur at the 
lower terminus, for at no other place are 
cars moyed with anything like such rapid- 
itv. Therefore, leaving ouf the “ blowing” 
part of the report, four minutes is p a- 
bly a fair statement. Considering, there- 
fore, that the actual running time of a 
car averages abeut fifteen seconds to a 
block, a four-minute headway would give 
sixteen blocks, while if all of the 828 cars 
were run (the Winter quota alone) it would 
give a car to every five blocks. Thus, it 
is safe to say that at no time are there 
more than 600 or 700 cars running, if as 
many. over the 152 miles of road. 


Furthermore, the operating expenses 
show a puerile economy, namely, 48 per 
cent., as against the Third Avenue, 61; 


Union, 62.28, and Brooklyn Heights, 62.55. 
This economy is still further admitted in 
this report, which shows the operating cost 
per car mile to be 15.21 cents. This makes 
the expense of running a car from the Bat- 
tery to Fifty-ninth Street, a fraction less 
than five miles, only 76.5 cents, so that all 
over every fifteen fares taken is a profit 
to the company, 

What is wanted is a new system, and 
until this is inaugurated the public can- 
not expect to have much better accommo- 
daticns, It should be borne in mind that 
everybody wants speed, and that this can- 
not be had without giving sufficient room 
between cars to run at full speed without 
being obliged to hold up for a leader's 
stop. 

There are, therefore, as many cars now 
running as is possible to attain these ends. 
The only solution is to substitute for the 
Columbus and Lexington Avenue cars 
Broadway cars only, and then cut off a 
number of the cross-town lines which can 
easily be accommodated without taking up 
the room in the Broadway cars that be- 
longs to the Broadway public.

The recent action of trades unions in re- 
gard to the militia is not, as I think you 
assume, aimed at the militia. It is aimed at 
a vicious and Intolerable misuse of the mili- 
tia in behalf of private interests. The read- 
iness with which the troops are called out 
against workingmen on strike is a disgrace 
to the country and a danger to the liberties 
of all its citizens alike. The labor unions 
are plainly seeking to abolish this abuse, 
and not to abolish the militia. 

Ever since the civil war, but most rapidly 
in the last fifteen years, the conditions of 
business and industry Rave been changing. 


It would waste time to dwell upon that 
fact. Business has become highly organ- 
ized. Nearly every branch of it is carried 


on by vast aggregations of capital under a 
single management. This has revolution- 
ized the conditions of employment. Men 
cannot and do not arrange the terms and 
conditions of their work as individuals. 


They are dealing with mighty combinations 
which can and would, merely in the course 
of business, grind them into powder were 
it not for the counter force of the unions. 
Those workingmen who, getting good work 
and wages, imagine they owe it to their 
own merits, simply don't know what they 
are ‘“‘ up against.’’ 

Business interests are not scrupulous. 
Their aim being business, they have nat- 
urally used every means within reach to 
weaken and hinder the organization of la- 


bor, or, failing that, to make the unions in- 
effective. They have enlisted the courts, 
which have pushed the injunction to a point 
that would have made a lawyer of twenty 
years back gasp with amazement. They 
have stretched the old common law of con- 
spiracy (by which a lawful act might be 
made unlawful by combination) to the 
breaking point. They have, in short, re- 
suscitated and applied against the working 
people laws and principles which they are 
engaged in systematically violating them- 
selves, and which indeed have no applica- 
tion to present conditions. Then, armed 
with the letter of the law, but defying its 
spirit and purpose. employers (themselves 
almost invariably associated under a pub- 
lic charter) have set the machinery in mo- 
tion by insolently refusing to recognize or 
treat with the unions as unions. And when 
the men, deprived even of the right to con- 
fer, have resorted to measures sometimes 
actually, but far more often only colorably, 
illegal, we, the ponite. have weakly and 
foolishly placed the public miitary force at 
the service of their adversaries. 

To this situation exactly applies that very 
eommon-sense remark which you made 
about the English-Boer war, “ the aggress- 
or is not he who first uses force, but he 
who first makes the use of force neces- 
sary.”” We shall have, finally, to meet the 
situation as it actually is, for the working- 
men of this country are going to do what- 
ever is necessary to assert their position, no 
matter how the position of their employers 
is fortified. That is the spirit which makes 
this country what it is. What you call, 
very mistakenly, I think, the anarchistic 
and riotous disposition of the labor unions 
would vanish like smoke before equal, up- 
to-date laws, equally enforced. Vithout 
these it will increase, not by any fault of 
the working people, but inevitably and ir- 
resistibly as water rises when it is dammed. 

And with this in view, I cannot help sug- 
gesting that THe Times might meet pres- 
ent conditions more fully and adequately by 
attacking the wanton and radical violations 
of law by employers, rather than the minor 
and induced violations—violations hou 
they may be—by the working people. The 
working people want anarchy and riot no 
more than the Boers wanted the ravaging 
of their homes and firesides.

BARON DE HIRSCH TRADE 
SCHOOL’S EXERCISES 


Seventy Young Mechanics Receive 
Their Diplomas, 








Each Is a Finished Helper at His 
Chosen -Trade—What the School 
Does in a Short Course.

' Seventy graduates received their diplomas 

from the Baren de Hirsch Trade Schooi, at 

East Sixty-fourth Street, last night, 

“and in the course of the evening's exercises 
‘A. S. Solomons, general agent of the Baron 
dé Hirsch Fund, announced that many mem- 
bers of the class had been promised already 
remunerative positions. In commenting 
upon the usefulness that had emanated 
from the institution Mr- Solomons said thet 
some of its graduates now were being paid 
salaries of as much as $27 per week and 
muany received $15 and $18. 

In connection with the exercises, which 
consisted of speeches and the presentation 
of diplomas and ptizes, there was conduct- 
ed in the upper stories of the buflding an 
exhibition of the work that has been done 
@uring the last session by the seventy boys. 
These included exhibits of house painting, 
sign painting, plumbing, carpentry, elec- 
tricity, drawing, and machinists’ work. 

What surprised the visitors and caused 
the mgst comment on their part while in- 
gpecting the different kinds of work was 
that the boys who made the models of wood 
and metal, the solid implements, and tie 
Gelicate apparatus of intricate device, had 
only been trained for the short period of 
five months and a half, that being the 
length of a term in the school. 

In such a limited time the students, their 
number limited to seventy-five and their 
selection being made from hundreds of ap 
plicants under certain conditions, are 
taught to be first-class ‘“‘ helpers’’ in the 
various lines of trade above indicated, and 
they are so well grounded when their diplo- 
mas come due that within two or three 
years after that time the average ones of 
them should be among the best in their re- 
spective professions. 

In last night’s exhibit of the_ electrical 
class, which has been established only for 
@ year, there were complicated. switch 
boards, series after series of light and bell 
circuits, and other electrical appliances 
such as a good electrician should know how 
to-construct and operate. Everything in 
the lot was made by the scholars, the in- 
Btructor simply acting as advisor when 
his counsel was asked. He did not suggest 
even the arrangement of the show. The 
plumbing exhibit contained, among other 
things, a complete modern shower and 
needie bath, made of many lead pipes and 
perfect in its working; models of all sorts 
of pipe joints, and specimens ofall the 
different kinds of household furnishings of 
which the plumber is master. Throughout 
a big room on the top floor were scat- 
tered the exhibits of the departments of 
sign and house painting, and among them 
Were examples of plain work in varnishing, 
graining, and staining, as well as more 
elaborate designs in frescoing and mural 
decorating. 

Prof. Natason, who teaches this last 
branch in the school, said that many of his 
former scholars had begun to draw sala- 
Ties of $10 and $12 a week just as soon as 
they were graduated, and that most of 
those who had secured positions had been 
making as much as $6 or $8. In this depart- 
ment, as in the rest, the pupils are 
“green ’’ when they enter the institution, 
and some of them cannot even talk Eng- 
lish. For these there is an English’ class, 
and it is stated by those who manage the 
school that they can instruct a boy both 
in the Janguage he will have to use and 
in a trade within a session. No pupil can 
take two trade courses simultaneously, but 
the more apt scholars of the different de- 

artments, if they so desire, are allowed to 

_ the class in mechanical drawing, 

taught by the Superintendent, Mr. Yalden.

Equally as, interesting as the exhibits 
already mentioned were those the young 
carpenters and machinists, and the in- 


structor in the latter branch said that, of 
his graduates in recent years, more than 
§0 per cent. had obtained good positions. 
One of the pieces on show in the carpentry 
room was a miniature house, with shingled 
roof and balustraded front piazza. There 
Were, _too, book cases, window sashes, 
doors, and tool chests, all made without a 
flaw. Louis Kaiser, the boy who won the 
prize by building a very fine book case, 
said last'night that he did not know how 
to drive a nail six months ago. When 
asked how it had been possible to learn 
so inuch carpentering in so short a time, 


he said: 

“You can’t help it here. The teachers 
work just as hard as we do—that is, all 
day for five days in the week. They make 
us so interested in the business that we 
@cr’t think of much else.’’

National Educational Association Reaf- 
firms its Former Declaration—Dis- 
cussion on Social Science. 


DETROIT, July 11.—Despite strong ef- 
forts on the part of those opposed to a 
National university, the National Educa- 


tional Association to-day adopted a resolu- 
tion reaffirming its former declaration in 
favor of such an institution. The resolu- 


tion, which was offered by President R. H. 
Jesse of the University of Missouri, reads: 
Resolved, That this association hereby reatf- 
firms its former declaration in favor of the es- 
tablishment by. the National Government of a 
National University devoted not to collegiate but 
to true ‘university work. * 


Dr. Nicholas/ Murray Butler of New York’ 
moved that the resolution be laid on the 
table, but was voted down overwhelmingly, 
and the resolution was adopted; The re- 


portof theCommittee on Nominations which 
named Dr. W. M, Beardshear of Iowa State 
College for President, and C. M. Keyes of 
Harttord, _Conn., or Treasurer, was 
adopted. ; 

The subject of teaching economics in the 
public schools was discussed at this morn- 
ing’s session. Prof. George E,, Vincent of 
the University of Chicago, said: ‘* Sociali- 
zation of American education means much 
toward increasing the acquaintance of the 
people with the forces that underly Ameri- 
can institutions; but it means more than 
that; it meanstheawakeningof thestudents 
and through them the people to these in- 
stantaneous impulses toward right doing 
and thinking that ought to govern all of 


s. 
Prof. F. W. Speirs of Philadelphia, the 
next speaker, after telling of what he con- 
sidered an ideal teacher of economics, said: 
“If such a specially trained, thoroughly 
equipped teacher *cannot ‘be obtained omit 
the subject from the curriculum.”’ 

Prof. George Gunton of New York said: 
‘Intelligent citizenship to-day demafids a 
broader comprehension of the great public 
questions than was necessary fifty years 
ago. It is the function of the teacher to 
ive the elementary principles of economics 
to the children as simply as possible. 


PYTHIANS TO BE ASSESSED. 


Losses to be Borne by the Endowment 
Rank—Report of Committee After 
Investigating Scandal. 
CHICAGO, July 11.—The Supreme Lodge, 
Knights of Pythias, to-day decided that the 
most expedient way of meeting the de- 
ficiency of $500,000 in the treasury of the 
endowment rank is to raise the insurance 
rate to the maximum prescribéd by the Na- 
tional fraternal congress. If, in this way, 
money shall not be forthcoming, it is like- 
ly a special assessment of 50 cents will be 
ut on every member of the order for the 
enefit of the endowment rank. This will 

speedily raise $250,000. 

The Board of Control will continue to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the endowment 
rank pursuant to resolutions adopted yes- 
terday. The only immediate action which 
will be taken will be, it is said, the insti- 
tuting of some foreclosure suits in an en- 
deavor to recover as much as possible of 
the money said to have been carelessly in- 
vested. 

Before the new rates were adopted there 
was a violent dispute as to whether the 
policy was poor or not. The old rates were 
much more favorable to old men than to 
young and consequently the younger ele- 
ment lined up in favor of the change 
against the older element. There was an 
even harder struggle made by the men who 
thought it was not fair to place all the 
financial burden of making up the deficit 
caused by bad administration on the policy 
holders. Phe men who took this view point- 
ed out that the endowment bank was in- 
corporated in the name of the Supreme 
Lodge of the Knights of Pythias and was 
controlled by it.. They said that the whole 
order should bear the losses and that a uni- 
form assessment on all Pythians should be 
levied to make it good. 

Final action of the Supreme Lodge was 
practically unanimous for the higher rates, 
which place the whole burden on members 
of the endowment rank, only four delegates 
voting in the negative. By a compromise 
agreement, however, it was ordered that 
when the old death losses were paid off 
and a surphis began to accumulate, the 
Board of Control should have authority to 
pass a regular monthly assessment as often 
as possible. 

To place itself on record as responsible 
for all debts of the endowment rank, the 
Supreme Lodge passed the following resolu- 
tion, offered by Charles A. Barnes of Illi- 
nots: 

Resolved, By the Supreme Lodge of the 
Knights of Pythi!as that said Supreme Lodge 
recognizes not only its legal, but also its moral 
and fraternal responsibilities. to stand behind. and 
protect every beneficial certificate issued by and 
in force in the endowment rank of the Knights 
of Pythias, and we hereby pledge to every 
holder of such certificates all such legislation 
as-may be needed to fully protect the holders 
of such certificates and produce full and proinpt 
payment of all claims due thereon. 

Theodore La Hache of Sherman, Texas, 
was elected a member of the Board of Con- 
trol of the endowment rank to succeed Mr. 
Hinsey, who resigned. It was decided that 
the main office of the rank should continue 
in Chicago for the present and not be moved 
to Indianapolis, as had been proposed,

HARRY MANN DIES AT SARATOGA. 


Brother of Al Hayman and Well Known 


as a Theatrical Manager. 
Special to The New York Times. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., July 11.—Emanuel 
Hayman, better known as “ Harry Mann,” 
a theatrical man who since last April has 
been a sufferer from Bright's disease, arid 
who came to Saratoga two weeks ago, died 
here this afternoon after being uncon- 
scious more than thirty hours. 


“Harry Mann” was the name assumed 
for business reasons by Emanuel Hayman, 
who was one of the best-known theatrical 
managers of this city. Al. Hayman, pro- 
prietor of the Knickerbocker Theatre,_and 
Alf. Hayman, one of Charles Frohman’s 
representatives, are his brothers. Mr. 
Mann changed his name when he went into 
the theatrical business twenty-five years 
ago. 

For the last five years he had been busi- 
ness manager of the Knickerbocker Thea- 
tre, but before he held that position he had 
passed through a varied career. “Born in 
Wheeling, W. Va., forty-eight years ago, 


he started iné the business of managing 
shows at the age of twenty-three. First he 
had charge of Primrose and West's Min- 
strels, next of J. H. Haveply’s Minstrels, 
and after that of the Mapleson Opera Com- 
pany’s American tour. hat ended, he be- 
came manager of the Fourteenth Street 
Theatre here, after which he and Augustus 
Pitou put William A. Scanlan on the boards 
as a star. Mr. Mann then separated from 
Mr. Pitou to become manager for Evans 
and Hoey, whom he managed for five 
years, leaving them to go to San Francisco 
and run the Columbia Theatre of that city 
for Al. Hayman. In 1896 he was _ trans- 
ferred to. the Columbia Theatre in Brook- 
lyn, and he left that to be business mana- 
ger of the Knickerbocker, where he re- 
mained on active duty until last April. 

Then he became ill and went to Sara- 
toga. The physicians diagnosed his case as 
Bright's disease, with complications, and, 
although he visited the eity’several times, 
he has not been well since Spring. A week 
ago he was here for a visit of a_few days. 

The body will be brought to New_York 
to-dav, and will be t mn to Mr. Mann's 
late home, 829 West Elighty-fifth Street. 
The funeral will take place Sunday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock.

WAX TAPER BADLY BEATEN 





Great Attendance at the Brighton Beach 
Track, with Interesting Racing 
and Good Finishes. 





The warm weather more than the racing 
card offered at the Brighton Beach_race 
track yesterday was responsible for the at- 
tendance, for not even on the opening 
day, when the special attraction of the 
Brighton Handicap made an unusual feat- 
ure, was the crowd larger. There was 
comfort for all, however, and the early ar- 
rivals who found seats in the breezy grand 
stand had their full share of enjoyment, in 
spite of the jam that followed later, when 
standing room in the first tiers of the 
stand was scarce. The weather was warm, 
but the conditions exactly suited the racing, 
and fair fields ran in all,of the six events 
on the programme, while with favorites 
first in three races and well backed horses 
winners in the others, the results were 
thoroughly satisfactory to the general run 
of backers. 

The feature of the day was the fourth 
race, the $5,000 Iroquois Stakes, for three- 
year-olds, at one mile and a quarter, in 
which all the six colts named to run an- 
swered the call to the post, Watercolor, 
always the favorite at odds that only for 
@ moment reached even money, while for 
the greater part of the time the backers of 
the Watercress colt had to lay the odds. 
Spencer had the mount on Watercolor, who 
carried 129 pounds, but in spite of the 
weight, Watercolor went, to the front in the 
first strides, and galloping on in tus lead 
for the remainder of the journey, made the 
running throughout, ‘and drawing away 
from his field steadily, had the stakes safe- 
ly in hand at the head of the stretch. At 


that point Vitellius and Mortallo went on 
from behind in the seeming hope of get- 


ting to the leader, but, as a matter of 
fact, their fight was confined entirely to a 
struggle for the place money, which VI- 
tellius secured by a neck from the Feather- 
stone colt, the two finishing lengths be- 
hind the winner. The time of the race was 
2:07, which, considering the fact that 


Watercolor carried 120 pounds, marked an 
uncommonly good performance. The race 
was the first that has gone this year to a 
horse carrying the colors of the California 
and Kentucky breeder, and from the fact 
that Watercolor ran in Mr. Haggin’s name, 
it seems that the ‘‘ Copper King” intends 
to return to active participation in racing. 

The result of the fifth race was the sur- 
prise and disappcintment of the afternoon, 
for in this event Wax Taper, the wonder- 
ful cripple from the West and one of the 
most popular horses that the season hans 
produced, was beaten off by the stout colt 
Prince of Melbourne, who in the race 
seemed to have returned to the form that 
made him one of the best three-year-olds 


of last season Wax Taper, ridden by 
Turner, who had the mount when Bedeck 
beat the Western horse a few days ago. 
was always the favorite, though Prince of 
Melbourne was heavily backed, both by 
his stable and the general public. Two 
other horses ran, but they never figured 


fin the betting, which was confined to Prince 
of Melbourne and Wax Taper. In the race 
Prince of Melbourne was the leader nearly 
all the way. he coming away in the stretch 
after Wax Taper made an effort to close, 
with the result that Prince of Melbourne 
finished first in clever style by two lengths, 
with Wax Taner second and The Amazon 
third. Wax Taper’s race was of a nature 
to indicate that the St. Louis horse has 
trained off a bit, and as he was very sore, 
in addition, it is more than doubtful that 
Wax Taper will be seen again this year in 
the form he showed when he was beating 
all the horses at the Sheepshead Bay race 


track.

STANDING OF THE CYCLISTS. 


Kramer’ Leads Sprinters and Nelson 


Middle Distance Racers. 


A table showing the standing of the pro- 
fessional cyclists now competing on the 
American tracks has been compiled from 
the records of the National Cycling Asso- 
ciation, covering the period from April 19 
to July 3, inclusive. The one hundred or 
so men are divided into two classes, accord- 
ing to the distances they race, sprinters 
and middle-distance racers, though the 
line cannot be sharply drawn, as many 
prominent riders,| including Robert Wal- 
thour, Floyd A. McFarland, A. W. Ross, 
Hardy Downing, and W. 8. Fenn, are rid- 
ing in both classes. 

Frank Kramer of East Orange, N, Y., 


leads the sprinters with 72 points, repre- 


senting 12 firsts, 2 seconds, 1 third, and 4 
fourths, and Floyd A. McFarland is second 
with 60 points, representing 9 firsts, 3 sec- 
onds, and 3 thirds. In the middle-distance 
class, John Nelson leads with 56 points, 
representing 10 firsts and 2 seconds. W. 
Cc. Stinson is second with 47 points, and 
Robert Walthour is third with 40 points. 

According to these reports, over $61,000 
has been distributed ¢mong the professional 
eyclists now racing in this country in the 
comparatively short space of less than 
three months since the season opened, on 
April 19, to and including July 3. The ex- 
act sum is $61,863, which is an average of 
$618.63 for each racing man. 

As might be expected, the middle-distance 
class leads in the amount of money won, 
ge the thirty-four riders which comprise it 

ave regeived $28,317.50, while the seventy- 
six riders in the 515.56 class have to- 





ether earned but $33,545.50. The individual 
eader is Robert althour, who has won 
$2,724.50 in the sprints and $2,589.50 in 
middle-distance racing, a total of $5,314. 
John A. Nelson is second, with ,466.75, 
and W. C. Stinson is third, with $4,449.25. 





Unusual Prize for Cycling Race. 

A European trip with a series of prof- 
itable engagements in Paris hinges on the 
result of next Monday night's fifteen-mile 
paced race at Madison Square Garden be- 
tween. Johnny Nelson, present champion,

If *‘ Bobby ’’ Walthour should happen to 
defeat Harry Elkes and Jimmy Michael in 
the hour paced cycle race at Manhattan 
Beach to-morrow afternoon, he will upset 
a rather pretty programme that is con- 
templated by W. A. Brady, and will put 
a new aspect on the middle-distance paced 
game, lt has practically been arranged by 
the beach management to hold a series of 


three-cornered paced events between Elkes, 
Michael, and Nelson at the seashore course 
and Charles River Park, Boston. This is to 
be followed by a series in which Stinson 
or McFarland will be invited to compete 
with Elkes and Michael. A victory to-mor- 
row for Walthour would necessitate a 
change of the plans, and would entitle the 
(;eorgian to compete in the Nelson-Stinson- 
Michael-Elkes series.

The Streets axl Roads Committee of the As- 
sociated Cycling Clubs of New York js endeavor- 
ing to secure bicycle strips in Astoria on Fulton 
Street and Flushing Avenue to connect Hast 
Ninety-second Street Ferry with the excellent 
roads of Long Island. The committee reports 
fayorable progress, and expects to have the mat- 
ter approved by the Commissioner of Highways 
before the next meeting of the association. 

Commissioner of Figuweve Keating has writ- 
ten to the Associated Cycling Clubs of New York 
requesting them to distribute the special ‘‘ com- 
plaint cards"’ of that organization liberally

F. B. THURBER’S FAILURE. 















He Files a Petition in Bankruptcy to 
Get Rid of Old Liabilities. 
Francis B. Thurber of 90 West Broadway, 
who for many years was one of the lead- 
ing wholesale grocers of the United States 
and the. active head of many corporations 
and enterprises, filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy yesterday to get rid of a lot of old 
liabilities, which date back to the panic of 
1893, and which swept away his fortune. 
The schedules show liabilities of $315,061, 
of which $126,814 are nominally secured and 
$187,747 are unsecured. The assets are 
aominally $876,314, consisting of notes of 
various persons, $19,184; assignment of an 
interest in two patents, value unknown, 
and stocks, $857,130, among which are: 


,The Thurber-Whyland Company, $626,000; 


Yeast Company, $41,500; 
Condensed Coffee Company, $36,690, and 
the Merchants’ Association of New York. 
Most of the stocks are pledged as col- 
lateral. 

Mr. Thurber conveyed all his property 
by an assignment on Nov. 14, 1893, when 
his Nabilities were: Direct, $185,330; con- 
tingent, $102,234; nominal assets, $619,739, 
and actual assets, $80,175. He was also 
contingently Hable for indorsements for 
the Thurber-Whyland Company to the ex- 
tent of $500,000, and also guarantor of cer- 
@ain amounts due that company. 

Among the secured creditors mentioned 
fm his bankruptcy schedules are the estate 
of Amos R. Eno, $70,000; Abram S. Hewitt, 
$21,000; Chase National Bank, $16,000, and 
John Claflin, $1,000. . ° 

Mr. Thurber made a statement yesterday, 
fm which he said: 

“A creditor holding an old judgment, 
tekken in 1893, for $6,500 has begun supple- 
mentary proceedings against me, and to 
be freed from the worry of proceedings by 
individual creditors, and in the interest of 
all, I have decided to apply for a discharge 
in bankruptcy. 

“After working hard for thirty years 
and accumulating a fortune, it was swept 
away in the panic of 1893. I might have 
unloaded my stock in the Thurber-Why- 
land Company and saved something out 
of the wreck, but I preferred to go down 
with the ship in a storm rather than de- 
sert my friends. 

“Since my failure I have managed, with 
the help of my friends, to support my fam- 
ily, and by devoting my nig ts for three 
= to the study of law succeeded in 

eing’ admitted to the bar at the age of 
fifty-seven—the oldest law student on rec- 
ord in this State. I am now trying, with 
good prospects, to establish a law practice, 
and have other prospects which, if I were 
free from worry, might enable me with 
time to do something for my creditors. If 
I should receive a discharge in bankruptcy, 
it would not prevent me subsequently pay-

7TH NATIONAL BANK AFFAIRS. 


Directors Still Considering the Reor- 
ganization Plan—Gen. Burnett 
Awaits an Expert Accountant. 


Some of the Directgrs of the Seventh 
National Bank met again yesterday and 
spent about two hours in the discussion 
of the bank’s condition, the plan for its 
rehabilitation, and the ways and means of 
making that plan practicable. Fletcher 
S. Heath, President Thomas, and a rep- 
resentative of Alexander McDonald were 
present. Although it had been expected 
that decisive action would be taken, Mr. 
Cromwell! gave out the following statement 
after the meeting: 

‘Mr. Cromwell states that the Directors 
have no announcement to make to-day. 
They are in daily session on the subject, 
and will for several days continue their 
examination of affairs and consideration 
of plans.”’ 

It was stated later that the reason for 
no further announcement of action was 
the absence from the meeting of certain 
interests which have been identified with 
the reorganization plan. One story had 
it that a Standard Oil capitalist had not 
actively participated in the rehabilitation 
plans, since the Dtrectors oftained their 
first general statement of the condition of 
the bank, 

From another source it was learned that 
the Heaths had a talk with Assignee 
Smith of Henry Marquand & Co., pre- 
sumably in relation to the Marquand col- 
lateral, which included Pittsburg, Shaw- 
mut, and Northern bonds. In the handling 
of these securities is said to lie the chance 
of redemption by the bank, rather than 


liquidation, 
Gen. Burnett, the United States District 
Attorney, said yesterday that he had 


heard from E, P. Moxey, the expert bank

DEMAND FOR SMALL.NOTES. 


Abnormal Amount of Gold Certificates 
and Bonds in Payment of Duties. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Treasury 
Department’s reports from New York show 
that for the first ten days of July the cus- 
toms collections in New York were paid 
98 B-10 per cent. in gold certificates and 
gald bonds, the gold coin being less than 
4 per cent. of the total. The figures are 
abnormal, and indicate that the small de- 
nominations are not convenient for the 
payment of large sums of customs duties. 
In May of this year the gold certificates 
and coin received for‘customs were 89 6-10 


per cent. of the whole, and in last June 
they amounted to S87 4-10. 

The Treasury Debartment, in its prep- 
arations for the Fall demand for..small 


notes, is replacing the United States notes 
and silver certificates of large denomina- 


tions with small denominations. In silver 
certificates, the new issues are nearly al- 
together in ones, twos, and fives, and in 
United States notes the new issue is of 
tens. The net amount of United States 
notes outstanding at the end of June was 
$346,681,016, and of that amount the total of 
tens was $145,122,771. This amount will be 
increased, the purpose being to put a con- 
siderable part of the United States notes 
in tens, allowing the expansion of the 
smaHler issues of-silver certificates. 

The act of March 14, 1900, provides_that 
not over 10 per cent. of the silver certifi- 
cates should be above $10 in denomination. 
Since that time it has been impossible to 
retire a sufficient amount of the certifi- 
cates above that denomination to reduce 
the total to 10 per cent. or below, but this 
is being done as rapidly as the larger de- 
nominations come in. On June 29 of this 
year the silver certificates outstanding ag- 
gregated $435,014,000, of which the follow- 
ing amounts were in denominations above 
10: In twenties, $45,824,650; in fifties, 
8,818,385; in One-hundreds, $2,817,920; in 
ive-hundreds, $83,000; in one-thousands,

Buying Orders by Largest Financial In- 
terests Check Falling Prices and 
Force a Rally—Rock Isl- 
and’s Drop. 





There was another sharp brealgin prices 
on the stock market yesterday, and though 
not a little of the losses were recovered 
later in the day on a substantial rally, 
closing prices, nevertheless, showed net 
declines, some of them substantial; prac- 
tically general to the list. Reasons for 


the decline were not new, but merely rep- ' 


resénted a continuation of the unfavorable 
developments, actual or reported, that had 
been so large a factor in influencing the 
declines in the earlier part of the week. 
These included the continued dry weather 
in.the corn belt and reports of greater 
damage in consequence to the growing 
crops; further suggestions, altogether un- 
true, se authoritative announcement is 
made, that the Northern Pacific contest 
has been renewed; rumors, lacking con- 
firmation, of a large banking interest in 
trouble, and predictions that Saturday’s 
bank statement will make an unfavorable 
showing—may, indeed, disclose that sur- 
plus reserves are entirely wiped out. In 
addition, each point or half-point decline 
uncoyered numerous stop orders or forced 
to the liquidation of weakly margined ac- 
counts, this not unnaturally accelerating 
thé decline, once begun.

In- 
stead, it is declared, that for the first- time 
since the present decline set in, there was 
a practical cessation of the heavy liquida- 
tion understood to be for the account of a 
number of large Western operators, includ- 
ing the Moore brothers. Market experts 
also declare that yesterday's buying was 
much better than the selling, and that 
there were plain evidences that the largest 
financial powers, including Morgan, Stand- 
ard Oil, and-Vanderbilt interests, were sup- 
porting the market. 

The market did not lack sensational feat- 
ures on the decline. One of the most strik- 
ing ef these was the opening sale of Rock 


Island—200 shares at 134%, as compared 
with the closing price on Wednesday of 


140%. Gossip has it that because. of their 
large holdings in’ this stock the Moore 
brothers have been forced to sacrifice many 
other stocks to enable them to retain their 
Rock Island interest. 

Another feature was a 514 point advance 
in St. Lawrence and Adirondack stock on 
dealings in 2.700 shares, making practically 
a 10-point advance in two days. It is un- 
derstood that an extra dividend is assured 
on the stock, and that it may be taken over 
by the New York Central. 

Ihe stocks of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration held steady all day, the common 
closing with a half-point advance on deal- 
ings in 95,000 shares, and the preferred 
losing %4 on trading in 36,000 shares. 

During the day there was heavy selling 
for foreign account, principally London and 
Berlin. London is understood to have dis- 
posed of fully 100,000 shares in this market. 


WALL STREET RUMORS: DENIED. 


Declared to be No Foundation for Re- 
ports of a Conflict Between Mor- 
gan and Harriman Interests. 


For the greater part of the day yesterday, 
as on Wednesday, Wall Street was filled 
with a variety of stories telling of a “ con- 
flict’’ between the Morgan /finterests on 
the one side and the Harriman-Kuhn-Loeb 
people cn the Other, growing out of the old 
Northern Pacific contest. These stories 
are absolutely without foundation, and are 
pronounced so by all the interested parties. 

A representative of the Harriman inter- 
ests said to THE NEW YORK TIMBEs: 

“There is absolutely no truth in the 
stories of a clash between the Morgan and 

_ Harriman: interests. These reports prob- 
ably emanate from the same source as the 
exaggerated: reports about Western crops 
and railroad freight-rate wars.”’

HE SHOT GEORGE PRICE 


The Gambler Says He Fought for 
Life Against Odds. 








EXPECTED TO BE ATTACKED 





Justice Fursman’s Early Appearance in 
Court—No Salutation for the 
District Attorney. 





Miles McDonnell, on trial for his life, 
charged with killing. George Price in the 
Onawa Café last December, told the story 
of the affray to Justice Fursman and the 
jury in the Criminal Branch of the Su- 
preme “ourt yesterday. Not the least re- 
markable portion of his narrative was the 
frank admission that he did shoot Price to 
save his own life. Not one of the witnesses 
for the prosecution had sworn that McDon- 
nell fired the fatal shot. Each of the de- 
fense’s witnesses swore that they saw jo 
revolver in McDonnell’s hand until long 
after Kennedy drew his and shot twice. 

Justice Fursman, who adjourned the case 
Wednesday under peculiar circumstances 
at the request of the District Attorney, 
opened court soon after 10:30 o’clock. He 
went upon the bench without his gown, as 
he has done each day this week, but it is 
generally believed that the robe was left 
off for comfort. Beyond a slight pallor 
and a scarcely perceptible nervousness, the 
Justice appeared to be in his usual good 
health and spirits: Once during the morn- 
ing session he retired to his private cham- 
bers for a few moments, and once also 
during the afternoon session. 

District Attorney Philbin was not present 
when court convened, but came in soon aft- 
erward, He walked through the courtroom 


and sat down inside the railing. Justice 
Fursman was sitting at the time with nis 
face turned toward the witness. and the 
jury. He did not look around at the Dis- 
trict Attorney. The latter did not catch the 
Justice’s eye, and sat down without any 
bow or other salutation toward the Court. 
Mr. Philbin remained jn the courtroom 
only a few minutes. 

Joseph McDonald, called for the defense, 
gave most important testimony. He swore 
that Tom Kennedy, after the shooting, ran 
out of the saloon and gave to him, in Park 
Avenue, a pistol, which McDonald turned 
over to Saloon Keeper McLatchey the next 
day. Jcseph Daniels swore he saw Kennedy 
hand McDonald the pistol. Kennedy, when 
on the witness stand, testified that he was 
not wounded in the shooting affray. 

Dr. James T. Harris testified that he was 
called to dress a wound in Kennedy's left 
thigh on the night of the shooting. He 
declared that there were three holes in 
Kennedy’s codt and overcoat. 

John Maginnis, McDonnell’s champion on 
the night of the shooting, testified that he 
was shot in the left breast by Price, the 
Gead man, who was aiming at McDonnell. 
Maginnis’s testimony bore out the defense’s 
theory that Kennedy's “ gang”’ had gone 
into the Onawa Café with the premedi- 
tated intention of killing McDonnell. 


THE STORY OF McDONNELL. 


McDonnell late.in the afternoon was 
called to the stand to tell his version of 
the fierce fight which cost Price his life, 
disabled Edward Courtney for the remain- 
der of his days, and riddled Kennedy’s 


clothing with bullet holes. His wife 
smiled encouragement at him as he took 


the oath. 
“Twas born in Keokuk, Iowa, forty-one 


years ago,” said he, calmly, in answer to 

is counsel’s questioning. ‘I engaged in 
various businesses, and for a long time 
did, and do still, sell to Australian cus- 
tomers, on commission, watches, cash reg- 
isters, books, and many other things. I’ve 
also been in the gambling business.” 

The witness was not allowed to tell of 
any differences or the causes of any dif- 
ferences he had had at any time with 
-Kennedy.. It was expected that if such 
testimony had been permitted much. evi- 
dence of a damaging nature would have 
come out about certain gamblers and _poli- 
ticians in Harlem, and the conduct of cer- 
tain gambling houses in that locality. 

Balked in his desire to bring these mat- 
ters out by the objections of Mr. Delany, 
Lawyer Levy abruptly said: ; 

“Tell what happened in the Onawa Café 
on the night of Dec. 27 last.’’ 

“After I missed the last train for =r 
home in ty Island,’”’ began McDonnell, 
settling himself in his chair, ‘‘I went back 
to the Onawa to get a room for the night. 
Maginnis was with me. When I came out 
of the toilet room I saw*Price, Courtney, 
Piser, and Tom Kennedy in the saloon. 
Price approached me and asked me to 
come back into the toilet room, as ‘he 
wanted to speak to me. I refused to go. 
‘It’s too close quarters in there,’ IT said. 
‘Well, see Tom ,Kennedy before you go,’ 
said he. 

“T walked right over to Kennedy and 
called him aside. ‘Some one’s been filling 
you full of tales, Tom,’ I told him. ‘ The 
person who tells you hasn’t the courage to 
say anything to my face. You and I ought 
to be friends.’ Kennedy said nothing. We 
went over to the bar, and I said: Some 
one’s been bearing tales. Let him speak 
out now if he’s got anything to say.’ 

‘‘Piser asked why I was looking at him. 
I answered: ‘I don’t mean you particu- 
larly, but if the shoe fits you, wear it.’ 
Piser then turned to Kennedy and said: 
‘He’s getting away with another bluff, 
Loe. You know what you came here 

ior.” °° 

McDonnell looked at the Judge and the 
jurymen, and continued, earnestly: 

‘ “T turned on Piser when he said this and 
said: ‘ You are trying to stir up trouble. 

You want some one to fight your battles.’ 
‘Yes.’ he replied. ‘You accused me of 
stealing.’ ‘ Right,’ said I. ‘I accused you 
of writ ng down bets when the horses were 
in the stretch, and you knew it.” Then 
I turned to Kennedy and said: ‘I see you 
have come here to do me, but I am not 
afraid of you and your whole gang, but I 
do not like that toy you have in your 
pocket, and you had better not pull it.” 

“ Kennedy at that said: ‘ This is the last 
bluff you'll ever get away with, for I’ve 
got you cinched.’ Quick as the words he 
drew from his pocket his pistol.” McDon- 
nell waved his arm expressively. 

“Then, gentilemen,”’ continued the wit- 
ness,.‘‘ the evidence of all these witnesses 
for and against me to the contrary not- 
withstanding. I drew my own gun as quick 
as he got his out. I grabbed his pistol 
hand with mv left and he fired twice into 
the ceiling. I placed mv own gun against 
his heart and sald: ‘Tom, I’ve got vou 
einched now, but for your wife and chil- 
dren’s sake I do not want to kill.you. but. 
Soman you, if you don’t drop that gun 
will.’ 

“He never moved when I drew my pistol. 
A half ounce pressure of his hands would 
have caused his death, and he knew it. Then 
some one grabbed me from behind. around 
the neck. was told afterward that it was 
Courtney. He pulled my right hand away 
from Kennedy's heart, I shot back at the 
feet of this person. en I shot down in 
the direction of Kennedy’s stomach. 


HOW PRICE WAS SHOT. 


“Price, who had been standing behind 
Kennedy, now moved around to get in bet- 
ter position to shoot me. He aimed and 
shot and I shot him before he could shoot 
again.” 

The ctators stirred in their seats, won- 
deringly. No testimony had previously 


connécted McDonnell Ly this shooting 
directly. He continued: 

“T then placed, as I thought, my oo 
against Kennedy’s heart and shot. en- 
nedy fell. I looked around and saw Court- 
ney on the floor. Kennedy ot up and 
walked to the door and aimed at me, I 
raised my pistol, and he did not fire, but 
I found that all my cartridges were gone.” 

This ended the witness’s direct testimony. 
Mr. Delany began the cross-examination. 

‘“* Did you shoot to kill Price? ”’ 

“T shot him to keep him from killing 


e. 

““When did you shoot Courtney?” 

“I did not: shoot Courtney,’’ replied the 
prisoner, hotly. ‘“‘I was never in posi- 
tion to shoot him, even. inadvertently, as 
he was shot. I know, besides, where every 
shot of mine went. The first (illustrating) 
went. at the feet of the person holding my 
arm. The s went at Kennedy’s stom- 
ach. The third hit Price. The fourth was 
aimed at Kennedy’s leg, and the last was 
aimed at his heart.’’ 

“ Didn’t you throw Courtney off when he 
held your arm, with a motion like this?” 
asked Mr. Delany, throwing his right arm 
around in a \half-circle from front and 
rear. 

“Not as you describe,” said McDon- 
nell, jumping to his feet. ‘‘I threw him 
aside this la and he exhibited to the 
jury by a elously quick and Sens 
movement from the rear and over h 
shoulder how he shook off the grasp of 
Courtney and got his weapon into action. 

“ Are you not adn expert pistol shot, and 
have you not often: fired at coins tossed in 
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the air, and through your pockets, to show 
the accuracy of your aim?” 

“No, -Sir. -I never fired a pistol ten 
times before this affair.”’ 

“Did you believe Kennedy would carry 
out his threats? ”’ 

“No, Sir. I did not think he had the 
courage to. I carried the pistol, however, 
to’be prepared in any event. He once tried 
to use a gun on a friend of mine just be- 
cause he was a friend.” ' 

“ Did you know Kennedy could shoot 
is pocket?’’ 

. I didn't think he had the courage 
to do that, either. I knew he carried a 
pistol.”’ 

‘“*Did you believe you were going to be 
shot that Sy ge in the Onawa, or that those 
shooting had designs on your life?’’ 

“T was certain of it.” 

“Did you assault Herman Sulzer in the 
Park Casino in February, 1900?”’ 

“The waiters there assaulted me.’’ 


‘Did you in April, 1900, cut off the ears 
of David Walsh?”’ 
*“*No, Sir.’’ 


“Did you give him $700 to flee from the 
jurisdiction? ”’ 

‘*T don’t care to answer that unless I can 
tell all about it.”’ 

McDonnell also denied tHat he had ever 
assaulted a number of others whose names 
Mr. Delany read off. 

The case will be submitted to the jury, if 
Justice Fursman does not direct an ac- 
quittal, probably some time to-day. 


ANOTHER HELL GATE TRIP. 


The Buffalo, It Is Said, May Start on 
_Her Cruise by That Route. 

There was much talk at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard yesterday afternoon to the ef- 
fect that the training ship Buffalo, when 
she starts on her cruise next week, will 
follow the example of the battleship Massa- 
chusetts and go out by way of Hell. Gate 
and the Sound. There was a great fuss 
raised in official circles, over the passage 
of Hell Gate by the Massachusetts, ‘and 
Secretary Long issued an order prohibiting 
battleships going through by this route 
except in cases of emergency. The order 
is thought not to apply to vessels of the 
Buffalo class. Although the Buffalo has 
a draught three feet less than that of the 
Masachusetts, she is longer and has but 
one propeller, and, it is believed, would be 
harder to handle in the currents of Hell 
Gate for this reason. 

The Buffalo will take out several hundred 
young -apprentices on a training cruise. 
She will go first to Gardiner’s Bay, and 
then to Eyrope. Capt. Hutchins,,the com- 
mander of the Buffalo, said yestebday that 
he was not decided as to whether he would 
take his ship through Hell Gate and the 
Sound to Gardiner’s Bay or go by the out- 
side route. He thought that the dangers 
of Hell Gate had been much exaggerated, 

d felt confident that he could navigate 
the passage with the Buffalo with perfect 
safety. It is said, however, that while 
Capt. Hutchins leoks upon the passage of 
Hell Gate as an easy matter, he feels that 
if he tried it he would stir up another 
storm of criticism, 


TRIED TO DROWN. HERSELF. 





Young Woman Struggled Desperately to 
Jump Off a Ferryboat. 

Among the passengers who boarded the 
Pennsylvania Railroafi ferryboat Philadel- 
phia at Twenty-third Street at 7:25 o’clock 
yesterday morning was a _ well-dressed, 
good-looking young woman who was appar- 
ently in a state of nervous, excitement. She 
attracted the attention of Arthur Acker- 
man, a deck hand. He watched her as 
she walked up and down the after deck, 
and was not surprised When, shortly after

LEGAL NOTES. 
» MORTGAGE Not Vorp.—In an _ action 
brought by Patrick Reilly against Mary 
A, Reilly, bis wife, and Edward F. Brown, 
as trustee, the allagations of plaintiff's 
complaint that when he executed and de- 
livered to his wife a deed of property he 
was todo ill to understand the nature of. his 
act, were sustained at Special Term of 
the Supreme Court and judgment given 
Reilly setting aside the deed. A mort- 
gage given by Mrs. Reilly to the defendant 
Brown, after she secured title, was also 
declared void. The Appellate Division, in 
an opinion by Justice McLaughlin, while 
holding that the lower court was right in 
setting aside the deed, finds that it was 
error to declare the mortgage void, Jus- 
tice McLaughlin says: ‘It was not al- 
leged in the complaint, nor was any proof 
offered upon the trial, to the effect that 
there was any fraud in the inception of 
the mortgage, or that the mortgagee had 
notice of any fraud which tended in the 
slightest degree to impair either the legal 
or equitable title of the fortgageor. The 
record title was in the mortgageor, and she 
was in possession of the land upon which 
the mortgage was given. It is true she 
there resided with her husband, but her 
possession, by reason thereof, was not 
destroyed or’ lessened in any respect. Un- 
der the statute a married woman may hold 
real estate in her own name. Shecan buy 
and sell it in precisely the same way as if 
she were unmarried. She can do this even 
aginst the objection of her husband, and 
his consent is not geome? to the valiairy 
ot* her act..-*-..* °° ere, the mort- 

agee, after an examination of the records 

ound the legal title in the wife. He found 
her in possession of the land, living with 
her husband. He eatually paid to her the 
consideration expressed in the mortgage. 
Under such facts, in the absence of proof 
tending to show that he had notice that 
her title and possession were not what 
they purported to be, he was justified in 
doing what he did. The general rule is 
that where one of two innocent parties 
must suffer from a wron he must_bear 
the loss whose action enabled the wrong to 
be done. (Marden vs. rey 160, N. Y., 
89.) It was the act of the plaintiff which 
rendered it possible for the defendant, Mary 
A. Reilly, to give the mortgage, and the 
defendant, Brown, having in good faith ad- 
vanced money upon thé strength of her 
apparent title, we think it must be held 
that the mortgage is a valid lien upon the 
land as security for the. money advanced. 
The deed was not void—it was only voida- 
ble, and until it had been set aside or no- 
tice in some way given, a person dealing 
in good faith with the grantee and parting 
with money on the strength of her title 
should be protected.’’

EFFECT OF ASSAULT ON MENTAL CONDI- 
TION.—Margaret Williams, a minor, who 
was employed in the family of Frederick 
E. Underhill, in the capacity of nurse to 
his children, at his Summer residence at 
Tenafly, N. J., brought an action against 
him in the Supreme Court, in this city, for 
damages for alleged assault. She alleged 
that by reason of the assault she was 
made sick and suffered great mental pain 
and anguish, and was nervously prostrated, 
and became insane. In resporise to a de- 


mand for a bill of particulars, it was 
stated, among other things, that the plaint- 
iff became a victim of maniacal insanity 
with hallucinations and delusions, and 
would never be mentally as strong as before 


the fright. Upon the trial the court, after 
admitt ng evidence tending to prove the 
commission of the assault, excluded evi- 


dence as to the mental! condition of the 
girl, after the alleged assault, and dis- 
missed the complaint upon the ound 
that by the bill of mg the plaintiff 
had limited herself to injuries resulting 
from fright. and holding that damages re- 
sultin rom fright alone, or for mental 
suffering disconnected from other injuries, 
could not be recovered. The Appellate Di- 
vision has now reversed that judgment. 
Justice Hatch, giving the unanimous opin- 
ion of th Cont, holds that no such rule 
of proximate damages is applicable to ac- 
tions to over for damages for willful 
tort. “In this case,” Justice Hatch added, 
“the Court admitted, without objection, 
the evidence of the plaintiff tending to 
yeoye the commission of the assault, and 
hat prior to the same the plaintif? had 
beei a person of unusual mental strength, 
and it. was erfor to exclude the testimony 
offered to show the effect of the assault 
upon her mental condition, and of the med- 


ical treatment recelyed by her therefor,’

FOR A NEW SOLDIERS’ HOME 


J. H. Freelander’s Plans for the 
Structure Have Been Accepted. 








There Were Six Contestants from All 
Parts of the Country—Buildings 
Will Cost $1,000,000, 





As a result of a final competition be- 
tween dix architects, plans for the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, to be 
erected near Johnson City, Tenn., have been 
accepted from Joseph H. Freedlander, one 
of the younger members of the profedsion 
in this city. The announcement was made 
yesterday, and after consultation with Gen. 
John T. Richards of Maine, the Superin- 
tendent of Construction, Mr. Freedlander 
will proceed with the working drawings. 
Ground will be broken at once, and it is 
the firm belief that the institution will be 
ready for occupancy by New Year's Day, 
1904. 

The object is to provide a home for 
2,500 volunteers, both of the Union and 
Confederate Armies of the civil war and 
of all other wars in which the United 
States has been engaged, and the plans 
as already prepared call for the expenditure 
of about $1,000,000. Incidentally it is be- 
Heved that the institution will bring the 
beautiful mountain region in which it will 
stand into prominence both as a Winter and 
Summer resort. The site is about three 
hours’ ride on horsback over the mountains 
from Asheville, N. C., where Biltmore, the 


‘palat fel seat of George Washington Van- 


derbilt is situated, though, owing to the 
circuitous route necessitated by the hills, 


it takes about two hours longer to make 
the journey by train. ; 

The site embraces a tract one and three- 
quarter miles long by thrée-quarters of a 
mile wide. It is fallow farm land, but 
estles in thick forest, and through a ravine 
at one end runs a mountain stream, which 
will furnish abundant water power at all 
seasons for electric lighting and other pur- 
oses of the institution. The contract em- 
braces about ary ove buildin _which 
will be built of brick and trimmed with the 
beautiful -lHmestone of the_ surrounding 
country. The forests, too, will prévide the 
necessary timber. 

The principal buildings will be in the 
style of the French Renaissance. At the 
entrance of the grounds a great triumphal 
arch and gateway, flanked by two porters’ 
lodges, will be erected. Through this a 
broad avenue will lead to the parade 
ground, with its flagstaff and battery, and 
just within the gate, so as to be ready of 
access to the outside public ee business 
with the Institution, will be the administra- 
tion building. At ore end of the parade 
ground will staud Memorial Hall, a great 
auditorium, with its galleries, which will 
seat the entire number of occupants of the 
home. At the other end of the ground will 
be spacious conservatories, and behind 
these again will be a canteen built and 
conducted on the plans which found most 
favor in the regular army before canteens 
were abolished and the soldiers driven to 
seek recreation outside of post limits. 

At the side o. the parade ground ag 
the main avenue will be the mess hall. 
which will seat 1,250 at a time, and behind 
that will be the twelve two-story, barrack 
buildings, set in a double row in the form 
of a semi-ellipse, with broad radial paths 
leading from each to the mess hall. To 
the right of this settlement wil! be the 
spacious hospital, where the inmates of the 
home naturally will spend much of their 
time. The chapel will be convenient to the 
barracks. 

Groves and gardens already have been 
planted, and the rest of the tract will be 
laid out as a beautiful park, with extensive 
driveways. In one corner will be a beauti- 
ful cemetery, where the old soldiers will 
take their final rest. The*Southern Rail- 
road will erect a station before the main 
entrance to the grounds, and will lay a spur 
on which supplies can be taken directly to 
the storehouses. A trolley road is also to 
be built to the gate from Johnson City, 
and it is expected that the visitors will 
number about 300,000 annually. 

Mr. Freedlander, the successful architect, 
was born in this city a little less than 
thirty years ago. He was graduated from 
the Boston Institute of Technology in 
1889, and then studied at the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts. in Paris, receiving his diploma 
from the French Government in 1895. He 
was one of the final six competitors after 
the great open competition between archi- 
tects for the plans for the New York Public 
Library. and. was ene of the eleven final 
competitors for the University of Califor- 
nia. He was also a prize winner in the 
competition for the Maine Monument to be 
erected in this city. He remodeled Grey- 
stone, the home of Samuel J. Tilden; he 
built the St. Louis Club, a very important 
building, and a beautiful villa at Elberon 
is perhans its masterplece. His office is 
at 244 Fifth Avenue.

FREE BATHS AT SCHOOL. 


Rooms in Henry Street Building Opened 
* and President O’Brien Bathbes 
Fourteen Boys. 

With little ceremony the first free baths 
ever instalied in a publfe school of the City 
of New York were put into operation by 
President Miles M. O’Brien of the Board 
of Education at School No. 1, in Henry, be- 
tween Oliver and Catharine Streets, yes- 
terday afternoon. After he had helped 
wash the first fourteen boys, representing 
the capacity of the plant, Mr. O’Brien ex- 
pressed himself as well satisfied with the 
result. 

Although the work of putting in the ap- 
paratus was begun early last Winter, re- 
ports on Wednesday were that still another 
week would be required to compiete it. 


Mr. O’Brien, however, issued a perémptory 
mandate that the baths must be ready 
within twenty-four hours, 
He walked into the school playground 
shortly atter 1 o'clock, and after a brief 
talk with the teacher in charge approached 
a group of boys exercising on the paratlel 
bars, while the other pupils formed a crowd 
about him. 

‘““Who are the best fourteen boys in the 
school?”’ he asked. Two hundred hands 
went up, and the President abondoned the 
idea of making his own selections. The 
teachers promptly lined up that number of 
little boys from Henry Street, whose grimy 
hanas and faces showed them to be par- 
ticularly fit for the bath and- marciied
